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THE SIEGE OF SEBASTOPOL. 
(From our Special Correspondent.) 
BErorE SEBASTOPOL, Nov. 24, 1854. 
Tue siege of the town continues to offer the same kind of incidents as 
before; and were it not for a spirited action of the lst Battalion of the 
Rifle Brigade, on the 21st, there would be no novelty to record in this 
letter. The enemy had discovered a position in fromt of our advanced 
place @armes, from which they could fire into the English covering 
parties without fear of a return. So securely had they ensconced them- 
selves in holes, surrounded by heavy stones drawn from a quarry, that 
they were entirely hidden from sight at no greater distance than 
200 yards, and were enabled to keep up a murderous fire at that range. 
Not a soldier could show himself without being instantly shot, 
The position was the more painful for our men as the shelter of the 
parapet was of little use from the enemy’s fire, which partially enflladed 
our work. It was determined to make the asssault on the 2ist; and on 
the evening of that day 200 men ef the 1st Battalion Rifle Brigade were 
told off under the command of Lieut. Tryon, and marched in the dark- 
ness to the attack. Dividing his men judiciously, Lieut. Tryon ad- 
vanced slowly with 50 of them from the body of our work, and crept 
stealthily along the broken ground, which firet led down a slight in- 
clination and up again towards the enemy. The Russians were com~- 
pletely surprised by the rapidity of the attack, and ran from 
their hiding-places ss fast as their fear could urge them, Our 
men stumbled over many of them, half-awake, and still covered with 
their blankets. Having gained possession of this small stronghold, the 
Rifles rushed forward in pursuit, and, encountering the supports of the 
Ruseians, attacked them with the bayonet under a sharp fire, and drove 
them awsy. They then took up their position in the place from which the 
enemy had been startled, and commenced turning the breastwork of the 
shotholes to face the Russians. They were not jong left unmolested. 
The Russians advanced in two columns to retake the place, but they 


All idea of level, all regularity of wave appeared to be lost in the 
seething and boiling mass which broke with a noise of thunder on 
the rocks which confined and defied it. The curf, which rose to an 
awful height, burst every instant with a terrifioroar upon the rooks, and 
rolled its heavy crests of spray right cver into the lend hundreds of feet 
above the surface of the ocean. In the midst of this aw‘ul cauldron lay 
about thirty ships. The Progress, an American, wae the first that parted 
from her anchors. She drifted almost instantly on to the rocks, where 
she disappeared after two or three bumps. A few miserable objects, 
much mangled and bruised, were thrown up alive by the waves: they 
were six in number, and part of the crew. The Resolute, which had 
lain at anehor at no great distance from the Progress, was the next to 
perish; and ehe did so almost on the very spot wh«re the Progress had 
sti uck. Thisehip, which had a valuable Government cargo,was commanded 
by Captain Lewis, an excellent seaman. Fora long time his ship had 
been lying safely inside of Balaclava harbour; but, in consequence, 
probably, of some hostile Rursian movements in front, it was thought 
fit by the Admiralty Agent, Captain Christie, to order her and several 
other transports out of harbour in order that the Di d, Sansp 
and other vessels of war might use their guns with greater facility. 
Knowing the treacherous nature of the ground in the bay, the enormous 
depth of the anchorage and the viol of ordinary south-west 
gales in the Black Sea, Captain Lewis had no sooner taken up his 
berth outside in forty fathoms, than he repaired to the shore, and there 
exposed to the principal agent for transports the danger of his ship, 
lying in her present exposed position. His protest was not listened to, 
and he was reprimanded for making it. Notwithstanding this repulse, 
Captain Lewis renewed his protest both verbally and in writing. At 
the first symptoms of the coming gale indicated by the barometer on 
the evening of the 13th, all the light spars in the ship Were strack; 
and, early on the morning of the 14th, the port anchor was let go, and 
cable veered to the utihost possible length. There were’ hopes that the 
two anchors and chains would suffice to keep the ship in her place. 
The weather thickened, however, so fast, the wind came on with such 
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were kept at bay for a considerable time, The ammanition of our men 
fell short at last, and they charged with fixed bayonets, driving the enemy 
beforethem. A third time the Russians came ap tothe charge, but 
they were sgain driven back, the supports of the Rifles having come up 
with ammunition. Lieut. Tryon, after leading his men gallantly for a 
few hours, was shot through the temple, and carried off the field. The 
Riffes held the position during the night; and the Russians, up to this 
time, have not had the courage egain to attack it. In Lieut. Tryon, 
the Bifle Brigade bas lost one of its ablest officers, and a man who was 
loved and admired by all above and under him. The loss of the night 
was 8 killed and 15 wounded. 

The total loss of shipe by the late gale is given at thirty-four. The 
Cossacks brutally fired at the wrecked crews at the Katscha, and 
knocked many of them into the water. No attempts were made to 
save any of our men. Captain Franklin and four men, who were taken 
prisoners, made their escape, by taking to the water, and swimming to 
a man-of-war’s boat in the offing, near Sebastopol. The cruelty of the 
Cossacks shows the real nature of the Russian. The politic kindness 
of the Czar in liberating Lord Dunkellin does not cover the brutality 
of the national character, 





THE STORM IN THE CRIMEA, 
(From our Special Correspondent.) 


BALACLAVA, Nov. 18, 1854, 


A HURRICANE .f a violence which must be rare even in these seas 
burst upon th~ coast at Balaclava, Katscha, and Eupatoria on the 14th 
instant. its violence was such that, in the sheltered inlet of Balaclava, 
the ‘oases were unroofed; whole rows of poplar-trees were thrown 
down; and the elements appesred to sport with the most solid work of 
men’s bands, 

I have sought, on more than one occasion, to describe the grand and

terrific squalls, and the sea rose with such rapidity, that it was thought 
advieable to lighten the ship. The mainmast was cut away. The 
waves, however, threw her bodily out of the water, and buried her 
again as she fell. The remedy was ineffectual, and almost immediately 
afterwards the mast fell the starboard anchor was lost by the breaking of 
the chain. There was still hope left. The port anchor held; but even 
this might not remain long if the ship were not further lightened. So 
the mizen and foremast were cut away ; but the mainmast and the mizen 
had fallen on deck, and were rolling to and fro over the wreck, maiming 
the sailors and breaking the bones of all they came in contact with. 
Numbers were disabled in this manner before the final moment, when 
every one was to trust to himself for a last effort to eave life. That 
moment, unhappily, was not far distant. The pert-chain parted in one 
of the heaviest reas, and all hope of savingthe ship was gone. The 
crew—at least ae many of them as were not disabled—assembled together 
on the poop, where they waited till the ehip should etrike. But 
such was the violence of the wind, two poor fellows were blewn away 
when they came aft. The first bump which the Resolute gave on the 
rocks pitched off four men, who never reappeared, the united force of 
the water and the wind smashing them on the rooks. The second bump 
broke the unfortunate ship to pieces, and precipitated the miserable 
crew upon the roaring water. Poor Captain Lewis was crushed between 
the ship and the shore as he hang down from a line fast to the poop; 
The only men who were saved were those who fell into the sea and were 
washed up, scme of them in good condition, others bruised and injured. 
The third officer of the ship—a young fellow, named Owen—was 
amongst the first who cucoeeded in creeping out of the breakers. 
The Resolute was followed on shore by the Wanderer,an Amer’ an 
vessel, which went to pieces immediately: not a soul on board was 
saved, Then came'the Kenilecorth. She also had lost her maste, and 
was holding on with her anchor, when she was fouled by the West 
India Mail steamer, Avon, and immediately drove on shore. The crew 
all perished, with the exception of seven hands, on the very spot where 
the Resolute and Wanderer went down. The breakers were beginning

precipitcus ehsracter of the scenery round Balaclava, I have endea- 
voured to depict the beauties of the bay; the vivid colours of its weeded 
cliffs; the depth of the sea at the base of the frowning rocks which dip 
their sides in it; and the deep blue tinge of the waters which gently 
talanoe on their bosom the brightly burnished man.of-war, the fast 
éteamer, and the graceful ships whose sails are lazily reflected im the 
ripples. Grand as is the sight of Balaclava Bay in pure weather, there 
are other and more terrible phases in which it assames an awfal aspect; 
and nothing can be conceived more terrific or more awful than it wag 
in the gale of the 14th. The barometer, which had been falling om the 
previous evening, dropped so rapidly towarde daybreak, that the hurricane 
‘was, as it were, foretold in all its suddenness and weight. Unfortenstely 
for many a brave and hearty man who rose on that eventful morning 
there were upwards of thirty ships outside the harbour of Balaclava at 
the moment that the gale burst out in all its fury. Sad experience 
showed that the Admiralty sgents here had been sadly lackingin know- 
ledge or discretion to permit eo many valuable vessels to remain ex- 
posed to the chances of the weather in so unsafe an anchorage. Admiral 
Lyons, whose ship (the Agamemnon) had been lying at anchor outside 
of Balaclava, sailed out at dusk on the evening of the 13th, foreseeing 
the fearful nature of the coming gale. The Retribution, the Vulcan, the 
Niger, and the Vesuvius—having perhaps the discretion, but not the order, 
tomove—remained at anchor outside,in company of the Melbourne, Avon, 
City of London, Prince, and the Hope, steamers; the Wild Wave, the 
Murcia, the Rip Van Winkle, the Resolute, the Progress, the Panola, the 
Wanderer, the Caduceus, Lady Sale, and other transports, At daybreak, 
the weather being extremely dark, the wind began to rise in heavy 
squalls from the south-west, and in about three hours blew a perfest 
hurricane. The sea, which seemed to gather in a dark mass 
under the heavy clouds which covered the sky at dawn, was gradually 
lashed into the whiteness of a boiling cauldron. As each sea was heaved 
high into the air by the violence of the gale, its crests were 
swept away in thick foam over the space, and obscured the atmosphere,

to have other dangers added to those naturally incident to them, and 
large pieces of mast and wreck were to be seen floating about, with 
bisoult and rum casks, and bales of hay, chests of goods, all knocking 
together, and rendering the chances of life in the midst worthlesr, 

The Prince, a splendid new screw steamer, on her first voyage, shared 
the fate of her consorts, and was drifting on shore as the Kenilworth 
broke to pieces. She had been lying in twenty-five fathoms, with her 
anchors down, when the fury of the gale burst upon her. Captain 
Gooda)l, and Captain Baynton, the Admiralty agent, took the most 
energetic measures at once, and the masts were all cut away. Unforta- 
nately, this was done in such a way that the rigging of the mizen-mast 
was entangled in the screw. Steam was turned on, and in an instant 
the machinery was inextricably involved; and the ship’s steam power 
was gene, The port chain, in the meanwhile, had broken ; and the star 
beard anchor not holding, the ship began drifting on shore. It was evi- 
dent from that moment that the fate of the unfortunate vessel was 
sealed. Captain Goodall and Captain Baynton called all hands toge 
ther, and having etripped off their heavier clothing, told the crew that they 
had done a!l they could to save the ship, and nowevery one must try 
and save himeelf. It was a quarter-past nine o’clock in the morning 
when the ship struck ; and so tremendous was the sea at that moment, 
that, a querter of an hour later, not a vestige of the ship was to be 
seen. She thumped five or six times, then broke across the middle, and 
was torn to fragments; six men and a midshipman ,named Cotgrave, 
escapir g cut of 150 souls who were on board. The Rip Van Winkle and 
the Panola soon followed the fate of the rest, and were lost with all 
bands. In the meantime several other ships were lying dis- 
masted, and in very critical positions. The Retribution, which 
was furthest in the bay, had lost all power over her steam 
by the loss of her rudder. The Vesuvius had cut away her 
mainmast, and was holding on with her anchors. The Niger 
was steaming at her anchors, and so held her ground with all masts 
standing; and the Vulcan, which was full of Russian oe 
holding op in the same wey, The Melbourne ‘ay dismasted, with : 20 
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exception of a stump of her main still standing; and, like the Prince, 
had her screw disabled by her rigging. The City of London had slipped 
from her snchor and made a good offing, after incredible escapes. The 
Avon, which followed the same ‘course as tle City of Londom, was not 
so fortunate—she slipped her cable early in the morning, and steamed 
out tosea. Shé made good way for a time, but before she had got any 
considerable distance her head fell off before the wind, and although 
every means was resorted to, to check her, by putting tarpaulin in the 
mizen rigging, the ship wore round in spite of everything. The engines 
were now stopped, and the ship began drifiing at tremendous speed. 
She came, in this way, athwart the unfortunate Kenilworth, and the 
two vessels did each other material damage. The starboard bower had 
been let go, and the Avon slowly came up before the wind, after receiv- 
ing the Kenilworth’s buffet on her starboard bow. This was a favour- 
able moment, the wind was steady, and the Avon slipp:d her cable and 
steamed again to sea. Some distance was gained in this way, when the 
ship’s head again fell off, and the same means as those used before to 
keep her straight proved ineffectual. The engines at that moment were 
driving at full speed, with four pounds added to the steam valve- 
The ship falling off, therefore, placed her and the crew in imminent 
peril, as it was feared that neither points of the bay could be weathere | 
with success. The ship would not answer her helm, and was otherwise 
unmanageable. It was determined to ease her then by cutting away 
the mainmast, and this was done, involving the loss of the mail boat and 
dingy. An attempt to hoist the fore-staysail comple tely failed, and the 
canvas eplit to shivers. The Avon continued drifting on those fearfal 
seas, which washed over her fore and aft, and blinded all on board with 
its crests of foam. In this awful dilemma, knowing that the ship must 
be lost on the rocks, yet doubtful whether it would be poss‘ble to wear, 
the Captain resolved to make for Balaclava harbour, the mouth of 
which, almost invisible from the spray which dashed into it, might be 
dimly seen receiving the whole fury of the seas. Reversing its engines, 
at full speed the Avon’s stern was brought to the wind. Moving, then,

now observed to jump clear; he scrambled away like a wild cat. The 
zecond followed almost instantly, but with less agility; and the surf 
cau, ht him, literally crushing him on the rocks. The third poor 
fellow tell between the ship and the shore, and was killed almost 
instantly. The waves then made a clear sweep over the deck of the 
wretched vessel. Masses of barrels were seen rushing from under 
the sides, and in a few moments there was not a trace left of the Wild 
Wave. In the distance it was gratifying to see the City of London 
holding well out to cea, the Vulcan rolling safely in the trough of the 
gea, whilst the Vesuvius having slipped from her chain, was enter- 
ing in safety the harbour of Balaclava. The Retribution continued to 
ride at her janchor, as well as the Afelbourne, the Caduceus, the Murcia, 
the Sir Robert Sale, the Lady Valiant, the Pride of the Ocean. The un. 
fortunate survivors of the wrecks were hauled up by ropes from their 
dangerous position at the foot of the precipices, by crews from the 
Trent, Tonning, Avon, and other ships; and well attended to. 

The number of lives lost has been immense, and at present cannot be 
calculated. Itis difficult to say, likewise, what has been the destruction 
of property. I hear that thirteen ships have gone ashore at Eupatoria, and 
that a Turkish man-of-war, and eleven vessels have been wrecked at 
the Katecha. This is a fearful catalogue of disasters. In the Camps the 
gales was severely felt. There were few of the tents that were not blown 
down; and much sickness has been caused by the exposure of the troops 
tothe fury of the elements. How the Russians have fared without 
cover ef any kind, I cannot pretend to say. Hostilities, of course, have 
been very slackly carried on from both sides, but the positions which 
we must now hold through the winter, are strongly secured, and there 
is no doubt that, with the reinforcements, we shall be able to take the 
offensive early. There are rumours of the Emperor's arrival at Sebas- 
topol, but I need not say they are not believed.

His loss 
will be severely felt, The Duke of Cambridge also returns to England, 
im bad health, 
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abead as hard as the steam power would allow, ahe darted in the direc- 
tion of the opening, which loomed in the fog in front. The drift of the 
ship had meanwhile taken the Avon close to the Vesuvius and Melbourne, 
which were at anchor at no great distance from each other. It was im- 
possible to pass both without doing some damage. The Melbourne was 
cleared by a few feet, and the Vesuvius lost her jib-boom. The Avon then 
dashed at the entrance, and a providential puff of wind shifting her 
about three points, enabled her to clear the rocks, and steer safely 
through the narrow opening into the harbour. 

The aspect of the port was hardly less remarkable than that of the 
shore outside. The ships being either made fast to each other, or with 
warps to the rocks, began drifting up the harbour from the 


first 

after anchor go, and warp after warp paid out and 
fastened, the latter might be seen in all directions cracking like pack- 
thread, and the former visibly drove over the bad holding ground at the 
bottom. The result was, that most of the ships which were lying nearest 
the wharfs, or which, from their size, were overlapped by larger vessels, 
suffered extremely from the external pressure exerted against them, 
and were mauled to a contiderabie extent. The Sanspareil, which was 
anchored stern on to the wharf, drove broadside on the shore; and, in 
doing so, pushed and crushed together a number of smaller craft. The 
Bride was driven on to the Wild Irish Girl, which she stove in at the 
stern, whilst the mainmast parted with a crack. The Trent, which had 
commenced overnight to haul into a new berth for coaling, was caught 
by the full fary of the wind, rushing, as down a funnel, into the port. 
The South-Western engulfed iteelf in the paddle-wheel, and carried 
the paddle-box boat away on to the bridge; the warps flew about in all 
directions; and, the ship drifting, the cat-head and figure-head strack 
against the Gertrude, and made her look very ragged about the 
bows. The Gertrude, at the same time, crashed against the Tonning 
whose stern made a deep impression in the side of the Minna. The

THE SANDBAG BATTERY. 


Tue view which we have given of the Sandbag Battery represents that 
celebrat: d spot the morning after the Batile of Inkerman. The Battery 
—® very small affair, as will be seen from the Cut—had been esta- 
blished a short time previous in consequence of the Russians having 
begun the erection of some threatening works in the direction of Inker- 
man. When the Russians discontinued their works the two 18- 
pounders which we had placed in the redoubt were taken away, 
and the Bat left without guns. As the position was a com- 
manding one, the Russians made a determined effort to gain pos- 
session of it on the 5th of November, and they would have suo- 
ceeded but for the brave resistance maintained by the Guard:. Although the 
Russians were about six to one they were unable to overcome the stubborn 
resistance of the Guards. Four times were the latter driven from the 
Battery, end four times they repuked the enemy and regained their 
position. More than one-half of the Guards who entered the action fell 
dead or wounded in the vicinity of the Sandbag Battery, but not with- 
out committing the most frightiul slaughter among the enemy. Without 
speaking of the number wounded, in the neighbourhood of this redoubt 
no Jess than 1500 Ruseiam corpses were counted—a larger number than 
bas fallen in many a celebrated battle. The brave Guards were, at 
last, fairly surrounded by the Buesian troops, and were about to force 
their way through the dense mare of infuriated drunken serfs, 
at the point of the bayonet, when a party of the Fourth Division 
came to their assistance. They were now about 1800 Englishmen 
to 9000 Ruesiens; and the latter were bringing up fresh battalions 
every instant, with the evident intention of forcing their way by 
dint of numbers. Before that happened, however, the arrival of a 
party of Zouvaes, york @ column of French infantry, turned 
the tide of battle so decidedly against the Russians that they were 
forced to give way. 








Russian Deserters.—In the last few days we have had ten 
deserters—nine privates and one officer. The officer has given detailed 
and very satisfactory information ; and if he isa bond fide deserter, and 
not @ spy sent over to mislead us, we have reason to that the 
Crimean campaign will much sooner be ended than we had a right to 
expect.

Star of the South; and the Harbinger drifted down to her without doing 
much damage. The Brenda broke adrift from her moorings, and was 
observed almost flying across the harbour, with her port paddle-box 
blown off, and sponson broken. H M.S. Ardent, whioh, in the morning, 
lay near the mouth of the harbour, lost her rudder in the early part of 
the gale, and drove in, followed by the John Masterman, which had been 
started from her moorings by an Austrian brig. This brig, having lost 
her anchors outside, had driven on to the rocks to the left of the har- 
bour, canted round and sunk, her masts just appearing above water. 
The Avon coming into harbour, drifted against the Victoria ; and half an 
hour afterwards the latter broke from her anchors, and, heeling on shore, 
broke her rudder and damaged her screw. The John Masterman, before 
driving out, fell foul of the Sovereign, and seriously injared her. Sach 
is a(elight history of the action of the gale on the shipping in the 
harbour, during the 14th. 

At one o’clock in the afternoon the wind moderated slightly, but the 
disasters of the day were not over. The Wild Wave, which had been 
holding her ground outside for a long time, began to drift at two, and 
her crew left her in a life-boat; the Captain, mate, and a boy, alone re- 
fusing to go. The anchors slowly dragged until nearly three o'clock, 
when the ship struck. It was a melancholy and fearful sight to wit- 
ness. The vessel was perfectly preserved until that moment, notwith- 
standing the seas which dashed her high into the air, and then buried 
her. She was so strong, yet so light, that her masts remained firm in 
her, andone boom only was swinging in the wind. The three unfortu- 
nate hands might be seen on the poop holding life-buoys in their hands, 
and watching the opportunity for escape as the ship struck, whilst, all 
around them, the tea was lashed into a grey foam, and covered with the 
fragments of the previous wrecks. The Wild Wave did not, however, 
break, like her predecessors. Her anchor chains not having parted, she 
was dragged back te sea by their pressure after shc had struck, and it was 
not till she had bumped about a dozen times, that she seemed to come so 
close on, that the crew could jump on the face of therocks. One man was

THe Frencu Troops 1x Rome.—Several foreign journals have 
announced that the French Govern ment had decided to recall the Corps 
of Occupation which it maintains in the States of the Holy See. : The 
Moniteur gives the following explanation :—“ The Pontifical Government 
proceeds successfully with the reorganization of its army, and, in order 
to give place to Remsen troops, a gradual diminution of our force may 
possibly take place. At the same time, our soldiers will not abandon the 
garrieons of Rome and Civita Veochia until the Governmen* of the Em- 
peror, and that of the Holy See, in thinking that their withdrawal 
may take place without risk to pu tranquillity. 








THE DUKE OF LEEDS. 


Ferancis-Gopotpnin-D’Arcy D’Arcy-OsBorne, 
Duke of Leeds, &., &., the proposer of the 
Adress in the House of Lords, was born 
on the 2ist May, 1798, and succeeded to his 
titles in 1838. His Grace curiously re ts 
several noble families; amongst the earliest being the 
Osbornes of Ashford, Kent, there being accounts of 
them as far back as the early part of the reign of 
Henry Vi. After various noble alliances we come to 
Sir Thomas Osborne, Lord High Treasurer (in the 
**Cabal”), who was elevated to the peerage in 1673, 
as Baron Osborne of Kiveton, Yorkshire, aud Vi-count 
Latimer of Danby—tie latter honour being in right 
of his mother, who was grand-daughter of Baron 
Latimer. The Earidom of Danby was conferred 
during the following year, and the .‘quisate of 
Carmarthen in April, 1689. In May, 1694, he was 
further honoured by being orea'ed Duke of Leeds. 
The second Duke obtained the additional title of 
Viscount Dumblane, in the peerage of Scotland. 

The present Duke is eldest representative of the 
celebrated Duke of Marlborough ; and, consequently, 
inherits the Princedom of the Empire, being the sole 
heir of Henrietta, Dachess of Marl-orough, the eldest 
daughter of the Great Duke; whilst the present Duke 
of Marlborough represents the second daughter, Anne, 
Countess of Sunderland. His Grace, who also repre- 
sents the celebrated Minister, Sidn«y, Lord Godol- 
phin, is Colonel of the North York Militia. He is a 
thorough specimen of the English gentleman, devoted 
to hunting, and to a)l manly exercises. He is cele- 
brated in the north as a “ deer. stalker.” 


LORD ASHBURTON, 


Wittiam BinGdaAM BARING, Lord Ashburten, who 
seconded the Address ia the House of Lords, is the 
son and representative of the first aod celebrated 
Lord Ashburton, who gained so great « repu'ation for 
having effected the Ovegon treaty. The firot Baron 
married the daughter of William Bingham, a dis- 
tinguished Senator of the United States. His son. the 
preseat Lord, was born in 1799, and married, in 1323, 
the daughter of the Earl of Sandwich. He has held a 
prominent position, having been for some time Pay- 
master of the Forces, and subsequently Secretary to 
the Board of Control. He is also Deputy Lieutenant 
for the county of Hants. He is, of ovurse, head of the 
great Baring family. 

It is understood that Lord Ashbarton was unex- 
pectedly called upon on Tuesday. The Address was 
to have been seconded by the Earl of Abingdon, who 
has been recently called to the House, but who “ was 
unfortunately prevented by indisposition.” 


MR. H. A. HERBERT, M.P. 
Mr. Heyzy ArntTuvurk Herpert, M.P. for Kerry, 
mover of the Adoress to her Majesty in the House of 
Commons, was, from birth and position, eminently 
entitied to perform 10 gratifying an oflive. The 
honourable gentleman represents a line of ancestors 
whose loyalty was recognised as early as the time 
of Henry V.; Sir William Herbert, the repre- 
sentative of the family at that period, having been knighted by that 
monarch, who, though thoughtless and indiscreet in his youthfal attach. 
ments, when delegated with his high trust rewarded only real merit and 
friendship. Mr. Herbert was born in the early part of the present ceatury 
at Muokross, Killarney, treland, the family estare; but, the “ mater” 
of the customary Trinity College, Dubliu, being apparently not suffi- 
ciently “ alma,” he was educated at Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
married, in 1837, the daughter of James Baifour, Esq., of Whittingham, 
county Berwick.

Tue Address to her Majesty in'the Mouse of Com- 
mons, proposed by Mr. Herbert, was seconded by the 
Hon. Edward Frederic Leveson-Gower, M.P. for 
Stoke upon-Trent. This gentleman is the second 
surviving son of the first Earl Granville, conse- 
quently brother to the present Earl, and a member 
of the Sutherland and Stafford tamilies, names whic 
have ever been distingaished—suggesting chivalry, 
and commanding consideration. 

The Hon. Mr. Gower was born May 3rd, 1819, the 
year in which so many distinguished personages first 
saw the light—the list inciading her Majesty and 
Prince Albe:t, the Dake of Cambridge, and the King 
of Hanover. His mother, the first Coantess, being 
the daughter of che late Duke of Devonshire, Mr. 
Gower waa consequeotly nearly related to that cele- 
brated Duchess of Devonshire whore virtues occa- 
sioned the composition of the moolest ode ot Cole- 
ridge, and the description of whose beauty forms 
an admirable climax to one of the most briliiant 
p ges in M lay. Mr. Gower was seat, we 
believe, at an earlier age than is customary to Cnrist- 
church, Oxford, where he tcok the degree of Bachelor 
of Artein 1840, and that of Master of arte im 1844. 
He became a member of the Inner Temple, and was 
called to the,Bar by that Society in 1845. His 
attention was next turned to political life; and, in 
1847, 0n the occasion of Lord Duncannon (member 
for Derby) succeeding to the Earldom of Bessborough, 
he was returned for that borough without opposition. 
He was again retarned for the same place in the 
general eiection of the same year, but was subdse- 
quentiy unseated. At the general election of 1852 he 
succesfully contested Stoke-wpon-Trent, which seat 
he still retaivs. 

Mr. Gower married, in Jane, 1853, Lady Margaret 
Compton, sister to the Marquis of Northampton, 

Mr. Gower is of decidediy Liberal priuciples,. a 
friend of reform, a consistent supporter of progress, 
and an ancompromising Free. trader 

It is believed that oa Tuesday he made his maiden 
speech, though he has been so long a member of the 
House; aud he was eomewhat rewarded for his 
patient study of the arena by his success on this ooca- 
sion.

The Spahis represented in the Engraving are Algerian troops in the 
French service, by whom they have been found most valuable auxiliaries. 
They wear their native costume; and their vigilance, and power of en- 
during fatigue, as well as their training to warfare in a hill country, 
render them peculiarly well fitted for the Crimean campaign.

BALACLAVA. 


We have been favoured by a Correspondent with the acoompanying 
View of our late Encampment, looking towards the small harbour of 
Balaclava; it is sketched from the spot where the successfal cavalry 
charge took place at the recent battle. Our Correspondent writes :— 
On the 25th October the Russians attacked the right of our position 
at break of day ; the Turks, to whom the security of that portion of our 
lines was entrusted, ran away like a pack of cowards. The Russians 
took possession of the batteries held by them ; and, thinking that none 
but Turks were opposed to them, mace a dash asross the plain inter- 
vening, with the 2nd Regiment of cavalry (2000 men), expecting to ob- 
tain possession of the town and harbour of Balaclava; but were asto- 
nished to find that, instead of Turks, they had the 93rd Highlanders to 
contend with; upon which they retired, and were charged by our Heavy 
Cavairy,ina splendid manner, and totally routed; leaving about forty 
men dead on the field, besides many ded : our own loss at this

charge being only some five or six killed, and about twenty wounded. 
Thus far, although the Rassiane had carried and held possession of 
some strong points of our position (previously garrisoned by the Turks), 
still the advaatage as regards loss of life was much on our side. 
After this, however, an unfortunate charge of the Light Cavalry took 
place, up a valley at the rear of the position, on the range of the 
hills abandoned by the Turks; up this the whole strength of the 
Russian army was stationed; and our Light Cavalry was exposed 
to a most deadly cross-fire from three heavy field batteries; and 
although they certainly succeeded in capturing thirteen guns, and 
killing all the gunners, &c., they were unable to retain them (either 
from want of support, or in consequence of the terrific fire to which 
they were exposed), and had to retire, after having suffered enormous 
loss—11 officers killed, 2 (badly wounded) taken prisoners, and 22 others 
wounded; many of them severely. Our loss amounted to something 
about 600 placed hors de combat.

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cheer, which she courteously acknowledged. From the Palace to the 
Horee Guards there was a continuous live of people, who vehemently 
cheered.

In short, every person of distinction who passed re- 
ceived applause, so boundless was the enthusiasm of the peop e. 

At ten minutes past two the Queen reached the House, and her arrival 
was immediately announced by a discharge of cannon. At the Victoria 
Tower her Mejeety was received by the Lord Chamberlain and other 
high cficers ot State, a guard of honour consisting of the Grenadier 
Gua'ds being, with the band of the regiment, drawn up in front of the 
tower. The National Anthem was then etruck up. 

At avery early hour the seats in the House of Lords reserved for 
Peerestes and their friends were partial'y ocoupied; some ladies, re- 
eolved on “ being in time,” came in in parties, aud were duly ushered 
totheir eeats. Before a single Pecr made his appearance, the seats for 
Peeresses were nearly filled, and the effect was singular and attractive— 
the bod, of the House, in its plain carpeting, standing out in dark re- 
lief frcm tbe macs of colour which ladies’ cloaks, scarfs, and dresses gave 
to the benches at either side.

The Queen entered about half-past two, led by Prince Albert, and 
atiended by the Duchess of Wellington; the Earl of Aberdeen bearing 
the Svord cf State, the Marquis of Winchester the Cap of Maintenance, 
and the Marquis cf Lansdowne the Crown, On taking her seat on the 
throne, her Majesty gave directions that the Commons should be rum- 
roned. A litile delay took ploce in consequence; but in a few minutes 
the 1u.hing tramp cf “her Majesty’s faithful” Commons was heard 
alcng the cor:idors, and the Speaker made his appearance at the bar, 
attended by the Sergeant-nt-Arms, and followed by a disorderly throng 
of the members; the Ministers pretrent being Lord J. Russell and Sic 
William Molesworth. Or er being in a f-w seconds restored, her Ma- 
jesty,in a cenr voice, which wos distinctly heard ali over the house, 
read the ful.owing Speech, which wes handed to her by the Lord Caan- 
cellur :— 

THE ROYAL SPEECH. 
My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 

I have cal'ed you tcgether at this unusual period of the year in order 
that, by your assistance, I may teke such measures as will enable me to 
prosecute the great war in which we are engaged wit) the utmost vigour 
and effect. This assistance I know will be readily given; for I cannot 
doubt that you share my conviction of the necessity of sparing no effort 
to augment my forces now engaged in the Crimea. The exertions they 
have made, and the victories they have obtained, are not exceeded in 
the brightest pages of our history, and have filled me with admiration 
and gratitude. 

The hearty and efficient oo-operation of the brave troops of my ally 
the Emperor of the French, and the glory acquired in common, cannot 
fail to cement still more closely the union which happily subsists between 
the two nations. 

It is with satisfaction I inform you that, together with the Emperor 
of the French, I have concluded a Treaty of Alliance with the Emperor 
of Austria, from which I anticipate important advantages to the common 
cause. 

I have also concluded a Treaty with the Uaited States of America, 
by which subjects of long and difficult dissussion have been equitably 
adju:ted. 

These Treaties will be laid bef-re you. 

Although the prozecution of the war will naturally engage your chicf 
attention, I trust that other matters of great interest and importance to 
the ge eral welfare will not be neglected. 

I rejoice to observe that the general prosperity of my subjects remaias 
uninterrupted. Tue state of the revenue affords me entire satisfaction ; 
and I trust that by your wisdom and prudence you will continue to pro- 
mote the progress of agriculture, commerce, and manufactures. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Hovse or ComMMONS, 
In the estimates which will be presented to you I trast you will find 
that ample provision has been made for the exigencies of the public 
service. 


My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 

I rely with confidence on your patriotism and public spirit. I feel 
assured thatin the momentous contest in which we are engeged you will 
exhibit to the world the example of a united people. Thus ehall w2 
obtain the respect of other nations, and may trust that, by the blessing 
of God, we shal! bring the war to a succeseful termination. 


THE DEBATE, 

The Address, in answer tothe Royal Speech, was moved by the Duke 
of Leed+, snd seconded by Lord Ashburton, in the unavoidable a>- 
sence of the Earl of Abingdon. Both noble Lords expressed approval 
of the sentiments expressed in the Speech, and eulosised the bravery of 
the Allied troops. 

The Earl of Denny spoke at great length in condemnation of the in- 
€fiicient manner in which the war has been carried on:— 


Throughout the whole of our transactions with regard to Russia, from the 
very first to the last, there has been in thecourse pursued by Government 
&@ wart of previous preparation—a total want of prescience. They ap- 
peared to live from dayto day providing for cach euccessive exigency 
after it arose, and not before it arose. “ Too late” has been the fatal 
words applicable to the whole conduct of Government in the course of 
the war (Hear, hear). We were“ too latc” in our declaration of war. 
We were “too late” in deciding that the passage of the Prath was a 
casus bel/iin the first instance. We were “ too late” in sending our 
troops to the Black Sea, and we were to: comp!aisan! to the Emperor of 
Russia, who thanked us for refusing t> act in concert with our French 
allies, and send a fleet into the Black Sea at a time when the French 
thought it desirable. Our co-operation 'hen would have been of immense 
importance and our non-compiiance, which extorted thanks from the 
Emperor of Russia, controlled toa creat extent the action of our allies. 
We were “ too late” indeclaring the war, we were “too late "in en- 
tering the B’ack Sea, and we allowed the massacre of Sinope to take 
place (Hear, hear). At that time the Turks were under the pledge of 
protection from this country, but, in the teeth of a powerfal 
armament, Sino was taken and destroyed; the Turkish fleet 
was destroyed in its own waters, and we were standing idly by, 
not at Sinope, but in the Black Sea; and, for the purpose of co- 

ration, were ei her powerless or unwilling to interfere in time. 
were “too late” in eending an army to Turkey; and eee 

Ministers bad taken credit to themeelves for the energy displayed in 
sending ovt an army of 20,000 men in three months, which boast was 
almoet a refiéction on a great country like this, yet even in this matter 
They were *too Jate,” jor Set roaetess ould have been made 
three mopthe esrlier. But even after this great exertion they neglec'ed 
to make eny provision for reinforcements, and it was admitted that their 
army of 30.000 men bad ne reserve whatever. To crown all, they were 
“too late” in srriving at Sebastopol. That expedition appeared to be 
a step ip the dark, without any knowledge of the strength of the place, 
except from the warnings which were given against attacking it at all. 
With regard to the treaty with Austria, their Lordships could express no 








= it, as they were wholly ignorant of its provisions. The

The Duke of Newcast ve said he would not attempt to make an “ out 
and out” defence of all that had been done, nor would he deny but that 
mistakes had been made at the commencement, which would be reme- 
died if they had now to begin again. But he reminded their Lordships 
that the first object in view was the protection of Constantinople. This 
being secured, other objects were desired, and an endeavour made to 
accomplish them. With respect to the Baltic, the noble Dake remarked 
that, although Cronstadt had not been taken, and although the Russian 
fleet was intact, yet a great moral effect had been produced by the ex- 
pedition, The trade of Russia had been destroyed, and the fleet could 
not proceed to sea—a circumstance which could not fail to be humi- 
listing to the pride of a country like Russia. The best defence of the 
Government would be the publication of the despatches which had 
passed between Lord Raglan and himself, were the present a time in 
which they could be produced without detriment to the public service. 
The expedition to Sebastopol was not rashly undertaken. Lord 
Raglan had been instructed to make all necessary inquiries as to the 
strength of the place and the force necessary for its capture. 
He then entered into minute details as to the military measares. Tae 
original force of the expedition was between 28,000 and 30,000 men (in- 
eluding officers), and of that number 10,000 were sent to Malta to expe- 
dite the transport of the whole to Turkey—the whole force? having left 
this country before April. Oa the 22ad of April Lord Raglan was 
ordered by the Government at home to move from Gallipoli to Varna, 
in order to support Silistria. ‘* From the first the invasion of the Crimea 
was contemplated.” From the first Lord Raglan was instructed to in- 
quire as to the strength of Sebastopol, and the means of taking 
it. The order for attacking Sebastopol was given from hme, 
but not against the opinion of the Generals. That order 
was issued on the 29th of June, seven days after the raising 
of the siege of Silistria. At the eame time the reserve division, 
under Sir George Cathcart, was ordered out, and to it were 
added three companies of artillery, two regiments of cavalry, and a 
second battering train of forty-two guns—oue of eq1al amount, wish an 
abundant supply of ammunition, being already out. Never before were 
two battering trains sent out in so great a state of eflicienoy, and with 
so Jarge a supply of ammunition; and directions were issued for 
doubling the ameunt. Im carryiog out the expedition a slight delay 
arose from the late Marshal St. Arnaud having thought it neses- 
sery to order eff a portion of the French troops in the direc- 
tion of the Danube, to co-operate with the Turks. Then great difficulty 
was experienced io obtaining an adequate cupply of flat-bottomed boats 
and other things required for the embarkation and disembarkation. The 
third and most serious cause of delay was the breaking out of the cholera. 
The expeditionary army con-‘sted, on ita first landing in the Crimea, of 
60,000 men, namely—27 000 English, 24,000 French, and 8000 Tarks, 
These were all landed at once—an unparalleled undertaking. Then 
followed the battle of Alma. But, before the news of that battle reached 
England, a force of between 6900 and 7000 men was under orders to 
proceed to the Crimea. The Prince took out part of this force; ani the 
delay in the transport of the rest arose from want of steam-vessels. 
Upon the first declaration of war, orders were sent to all our Colonies to 
withdraw asmany regiments as possible, with the view of strengthening 
the home force ; and ten regiments were at that time ordered home, 
besides several troops of artillery; and at this moment some of the regi- 
mente which were a few months ago in the Colonies have been recruited 
since their arrival here, and are now on their way to reinforce the 
Army of the Crimea. It was impossible to send at the beginning the rein- 
forcements now forwarded. No Power, not even France or Austria, 
could command in the commencement of a war the forces that they can 
wield in time. We, too, made war under novel circumstances—>ur 
eystem of recruitment for both Army and Navy being entirely voluntary. 
It should be borne in mind, too, that recruiting was least succesful in 
the beginning of a war, but that the zeal and energy of the people 
were aroused when military suocess was retarded; and in a military 
point of view this was an inconvenience. The siege of Sevastopol com- 
menced on the 17th of October. In common with eminent men 
in this country and in France, the Government did, certainly, 
hope that the fcrtress would have fallen sooner that it has 
done; but when they saw that the siege was to be long they 
rent out reinforcements—even using newly-recruited regiments for 
the purpose, in comformity with the pressing requests of Lord 
Raglan. Alo, the Government miscalculated, it is admitted, as 
to the rapidity of the Russian reinforcements; they did not anticipate 
that an army could be moved so quickly from Odessa to Simpheropol 
(Ferty-two miles travel was on that occasion accomplished by the Rus- 
sian troopsin one day). But wea'so have sent out reinforcements 
Since June we have sent out 20,000 men—12,300 of these within the 
last two months. This makes the whole army sent to the Crimea up to 
53,000 men—a force raised, be it remembered, on a peace establishment. 
With regard to the provision of ordnance, sixty-two guns were sent out 
at the commencement of the war. There were also sent out two com- 
plete battery-trains of forty-two guns, with an enormozs supply 
of shot and shell, seven nine-pounder batterivs, and two troops of 
Royal Horse Artillery. On no former occasion was such a quantity 
of ordnance supplied to a British army within so short a period 
The whole amount of emall ammunition sent to the army was 
22,933,000 rounds, of which 18,000,000 rounds wera Min'¢é ammunition. 
And the Government were continually sending more, as ships could be 
obtained for the purpose. But this by no means represented the force 
at the disposal of Lord Raglan, even a; regarded guns and ammunition; 


| for from Malta there bad bern sent 42 large guns and mortars, 9000 


shells, and 27,000 round-shot, principally of very largesize. On the 17th 
October the first supply of warm clothing arrived in the Crimea; and, if 
the supply eent out in the Prince had reached its destination, there 
would not have been much reason to complaia of the privations of the 
army, considering the character of the climate and the period of the 
year when warm clothing becomes necessary in the Crimea. Supplies 
of warm clothing were sent out in time; and, but for the great ca'amity 
which befel the Prince, the whole army would have been eupplied 
before any suffering from cold could have arisen. The ordera for 
the eupply of the warm clothing were given in the months of July and 
August, and they were sent out as soon as the orders could be ex 2cuted 
and steamers could be provided. Amongst the articles sent out in the 
Prince were 25,700 pairs of woollen socks, 53,000 woollen shirts, 2500 
watch-coats to go over the ordinary great-ooate, 16,000 blankets, and 
3750 rugs. Looking at the total number of articles sent eut, the num- 
ber of pairs of socks amounted to 150,000; of woollen shirts, £100,000; 
of pairs of flannel drawers, 90,000; of woollen gloves, 80,000 pairs; 
besides about 40,000 railway wrappers ; 40 000 waterproof eupes ; 40,000 
fur coats; and 12 000 pairs of sealskin boots. And,on hearing of the 
loss of the Prince by telegraphic message, the Government sent 
off messengers to Glasgow, Nottingham, Leicester, and the 
woollen mapufacturing districts, to purchase up all the stores 
which they could lay their bands on, for the purpose of supplying the 
loes arising from the wreck of the Prince, and before authentic intel- 
ligence arrived of that disaster a great portion of the goods were on 
their wey to their destination. The vessels with all these stores had not 
actually sailed, but the greater part of them had done so, and the re- 
mainderof them will.eail in the course of a very few days. This, how- 
ever, iz not all that the Government has done with the view of securing 
the health and comfort of the troops by supplies of warm clothing. As 
soon as it became apparent that the troops would probably winter in the 





Crimea, orders were issued for the supply of sheepskin co ita for the 
whole army. Only 5000 such coats could be supplied in England, but 
10,000 were ordezed in France, and 20,000 in the Austrian provinces, 
and orders were sent to Sir Stratford , at Constantinople, to 
order 25.000 sheepskin coats in various districtsin Turkey. Huts have 
been ordered for the accommodation of the troop:, and ind+pendently of 
those to be sent from Tarkey,\Malta, and France, 11,500 have already 
been sent from this country. 

After describing what nad been done by the Commisiariat to main- 
tain the health of the troops in the Crimea, the noble Duke referred, in 
spirit-stirring terms, to the army and to the heroes who had fallen :— 


These men, one and all, fell Payne in the service of their country 
(Cheers). It must have given greatest psesible satisfaction to thoie 
noble Lords who sit in this House, and who devoted their attention to 
the amelioration of the British soldier, to fini the absence of all irreligion, 
cruelty, and coarzeness, 0 conspicuous in the army of the Crimea. [his 
proves the wisdom of the course recommended aniadopted. We now 
see that thetheory that the man who was onfit for any other avocation, 
that the man without religion made the best soldier, has been confuted, 
We find that the men who fought as never men fought before have also 
shown, by their letters and conduct, that they are actuated by the 
highest feelings, and that they arefree from the commission of crimes 
(Hear, hear, hear). We aretold that it i: the privilege of the Eaglishman 
Seen: but it is we who indulge ia luxury at home who grumble. 
What bas beem the conduct of those who have been exp sed to 
the chang f cli and to the ravages of disease? They have 
borne all with the mest enduring pati:nce. Nothing could be more touch- 
ing than the incident of that stalwart soldier in the hospital who, 
when the nurses at‘ended him, with tears in his eyes, exclaimed, 
“ This is, indeed, like England now; she is a couatry which cares for her 
poor wounded creatures ” (Hear, hear). Our army has endured provoca- 
tions such as no other army ever endured in civilised war. They had not 
only to contend with as legitimate enemy with weapons in their hands, 
but they had to bear with brutality, with atrocious villany ; they had to 
see the murder in cold blood of their wounded comrades, who lay help- 
less (hear) and these atrocities were not committed merely by ignorant 
serfs, but by men who bore the commission of officers (Hear). Our men 
have had to fight savage and uncivilised Kaffirs, but in no instance have 
they experienced such barbarism as with the Russian soldiery; and I 
believe that in no instance have they shown that they are usinfiuenced 
by the spirit of Christianity. They have shown themselves as superior 
as Christians to those whom they were fighting against as they are su- 
perior as soldiers. The army has nobly done its duty, and the country is 
prepared to do its duty (Cheers). I am not afraid that we shall suffer 
any barsh judgment for our acts. The people are generous and just; 
and I will ony say that I, for one, will rejoice at any amount of 
pressure which may be appiied to me by every party in the country, 
and by the noble d opposite, for I see proofs th yt there is every- 
where a determination to carry on the war with vigour, and all the efforts 
made on our part will be seconded by the Parliament and the people. 


In reply to questions from the Earl of Derby, the Duke stated that 
about a fortnight or three weeks ago he received her Majesty’s command 
to convey to Lord Razlan her iateation to confer the Order of the Bath 
on General Canrobe:t; and to convey that determination either to the 
Ambassador of the Emperor of the French, or to the Emperor himself ; 
and that had been delay«d because it was not felt that the compliment 
would te complete to him if not offered at the sams time as to our own 
gallant soldier. In conclusion, he said :— 


_ I assure your Lordehips that we look to prosecute this war—if we con- 
tinue to possess the confidence of Pariiament—with firm resolve and 
unflinching perseverance. do not understand what is meant by 
**mocerate counsels” (Cheers). I say we are prepared to prozecute the 
war with resolve and unflinching firmness. We will not reject overtures 
of peace; but we will not consent to any but an honourable peace. We 
have the fuliest confidence in our army, acd in our nobie people, and in 
the firmness and friendship of our pewerful and generous aily, and we do 
not fear the least for the reeult. We have full contidence in the Ruler of 
the destinies of nations, ani we have the highest hope of bring.ng the 
contest to a sat:sfactory issue. It is not for us to determine the time when 
it will be poesible to bring such a war to aclose; but we will bring it to 
such a close as will give repose to civilisation, and security to those 
nations of Europe which have been thrown iato confusion by the act of 
one aggressive Sovereign (Cheers). 

Earl Grey cordially supported the Address, but objected to the delays 
that had tahen place. There was a want of a general scheme of the 
war. Why were not the “ navvies” sent out at the Grst to make the 
railway ? 

The Duke of ArcyLt pointed out that the railway could not be fore- 
seen until the march on Balaclava had taken place. In reply to a com- 
ment on Austria, the Duke called attention to the fact that Austria had 
undertaken to occupy the Principalities before the Russiau attack on 
Silistria had failed. 

The Earl of CARLISLE said a few words against “the swaggering” 
tone adopted by seme public men; and suggested that, if peace could de 
procured, “ extreme terms”’ should notbe demanded. He felt sure that 
the war (though perhaps rot exactly “necessary” in the begianing) 
would be pushed with vigour. 

The Eailof ABERDEEN then rose and said :— 


My Lords, I should be sorry io detain your Lordships at this late 
hour for any length of time, but I feel bound to make a few observations 
in reply to the complaint of the noble Earl opposite. He said that this 
war was undertaken in defence of the liberty of the Tarkish Empire; 
but, he added, you have changed the whole character of the war, and this 
expedition to Sebastopol has removed you from the possibility of ob- 
taining what you desire. Now, I humbly beg to remind the noble Zarl 
that, if there be one point more than another more vitalto the safety aad 
independence of the Turkish Ewpire, and more clearly injurious to the 
power of Russia, it is the destruction of iha fort of Sebastopol (tear, 
hear). Having driven the Russians out of the Principalities, the 
next direct object of the war, which everybody must have had 
in view from its very commencement, and which we could 
only have been restrained in by a doubt of its practicability, 
was the attack and destrustion of Sebastopol (Hear, hear). No with- 
standing the eager desire and expectation with which this couatry viewed 
the first landing in the Crimea, and its immediate consequences —mis- 
taken as they have been—a mistake in which all Europe shared at the 
time—still I think that thefe are good grounds to hope vnat success wid 
attend our effor:s (Hear, bear); and I totally disagree with the noble 
Ear! in thinking that the prospect of peace will he diminished by that 
success. Quite the contrary, I feel satisfied that nothing coals con- 
tritute so much to the prob bility of obtaining those terms of peace 
which my noble friend near me has alluded to as the signal of the 
success which I should hope we may achieve in this under- 
taking. The noble Earl aleo referred to the mention of the treaty 
with Austria in the Speech, and said that he was unwilling to ex- 
prees satisfaction at a treaty of the contents of whivh he was ignoraat, 
and which might bind us to terms of a highiy objectionable nature, sash 
as would not be sanctioned by the people of this country ; and he talked 
of our supporting Austria in af Poland, and Huagary, aad de- 
nounced any such object as a part of thatengagement. Tne ne>die Karl 
may make himself perfeetly easy upon that score, as no engagement of 
euch a description either exiets or ever entered into our minds. It is 
unnecessary, however, to say this, as I presume that your Lordships 
do not think it possible that we should have made euch an engage- 
ment: but the noble Earl who spoke early in the eveamg (the 
Earl of Derby) did not, I think, correctly understand the import of 
the sentence in the Address. Wedo not propose that the House should 
express any satisfaction at the treaty. We propose, only, that the House 
should Jearn with satiefaction that her Majesty has made a treaty from 
which she anticipates imp rtant advantages. ‘hat is all the satisfaction. 
It is not that we are satisfied until we know wiat it is, but that we leara 
with satisfaction that the Queen hae entered into a treaty from which 
she anticipates advantage. Now, my Lords, I think that you may safely 
express as much satisfaction as that, without committing yourselves toa 
partiole of satiefaction with the treaty itseif (Hear, hear). 

The Earl of DeEnsy—The phrase, as interpreted, then is, that we are 
exceeding!y glad that her Msjesty and her Majesty’s advisers approve 
the treaty which they have made (4 laugh). 

The Addrese was then agreed to, and the House adjourned at twelve 


o’clook.

THANKS OF PARLIAMENT TO THE ARMY AND NAVY. 

Lord J. Russe gave notice that on Friday he would propose a vote 
@f thanks from that House to her Majesty’s army and navy for their 
eperations in the Black Sea, and also a vote of thanks from the House 
to the ferces of our ally the Emperor ofthe French. 

THE ADDRESS. 

The SPEAKER having read her Mojesty’s Speech, 

My. . A. ustnone pepeved a humble Address to her Mojesty, and 
tcok s glance at some of the more prominent events of the war. He 
thought the country, whileit did not undervalue the great sacrifi:es made, 
had searon to congratulate itself on the important results of the war, 
and especially upon the splendid euccesses ia the Crimea (Hear, hear) 
Be lamented the great loss families had sustained by the deaths of so 
many who were near and dear to them; but there was every reason to 
bope tbat those sacrifices would not be in vain (Loudcherre) Notwith- 
stexding the victories gained, much had yet to be accomplished; and 
he (the hon. Member) hoped that, however they might in that House 
differ a8 to matters of detail, they would render themselves worthy of 
the British people; and that, putting aside party feling, they would 
support the Government in this great andimportant struggle. The hon. 
gent) man luded ding the Address, which was, as usual, 
merely an echo of the Speech from the Throne. 

Mr. F. L. Gower, in seconding the Address, said he did not pretend 
to ley down the law on military matters, but he believed that in the 
main features of it the policy of the Government had been energetic 
and bold. If un accusation of any kind could be brought against the 
Government, it wae not that of rashnezs (Laughter from the Opposi- 
lion) He urged upon hon. gentlemen net to indulge in pe‘ty 
criticism, for every word of the debate wou'd be read with avidity, not 
enly in St. Petersburg, but throughout Europe; and that any appear- 
ance of dissent would have a very damaging influence upon wavering 
and neutral States (Cheers). 

Sir J. PaxrncTon, in the name of the great Conservative party, both 
in that House and in the country, would say that they would not yield 
tothe gentlemen who had framed that Address in the firm resolve to 
exterd 10 ber Majesty that support she required to carry on the war. 
Nor did he object to that part of the Address which asked for an aug- 
mentation of the Army. On the contrary, he blamed the Government 
for their delay in augmenting the Army (Loud cheers from the Opposi- 
tion). He maintained that the crippled state of our armaments was to 
be traced to the financial arrangements of her Majesty’s Government 
@uring the last session, and to that attempt of the Chancellor of the 
Exehequer—against which the Opposition had repeatedly warned 
him\-io pay the war expenses entirely from the revenue of the 
eovntyy. The Right Hon. Baronet proceeded to pay a tribute of re- 
spect tothe memory of Colonel Blair, and expressed a hope that they 
might soon again see amongst them in that House, in reniwed health 
and vigowr, the hon. and gallant member for Westminster (Loud 
eheera). In the same terms he felt bound to speak o° our gallant allies 
the French. Another part of the Speech in which he fully concurred 
wee tbe importance of the treaty with Austria, and he trasted that the 
Government would very soon lay is details before the House. This 
ecuntry had viewed with suspicion the conduct of the Austrian Govern- 
ment; end, under those circumstances, the Austrian treaty was 
& waiter of po common interest and importance. He had 
Po intention of resisting the Address which had been moved, for he 
thonght thet any differences which might exist would only be as to the 
Dest manver of supporting her Mejesty in the great struggle in which 
thecowntry was at precent engaged. At the same time he felt himself 
at perfect jiberty freely to criticise the proceedings of te Government, 
who bad not shown the prudence, foresight, and wisdom, which would 
beve ecnduced to the attainment of the great obj-ct they all had ia 
view. The army had been sent forth inadequate in number, without 
reinforces ments, snd without a reserve. Upon these and other points 
exp szaticn was due, and upon the validity of the explanation would 
@eyperd the question whetber the future conduct of affairs should con- 
tinue to rest inthe hands of the existing Administration or not. 

Bir RB. Peer defended the conduct of the war, 

Br. Sipney Hersent replied to Sir John Pakington in a speech em- 
brociyy a general defence of our war policy. Everything had been 
@one in concert with our ally of France, It was not true to say that 
there was no military plan. There was a plan, and it comprised three 
psrts—first to defend Constantinople; second, to defend the lines 
of the Balkan; and third, to strike a blow at the power of 
Rovewin in the Black Sea. In the carrying out of these intentions, 
it might be a question how far it was judicious to attach so much 
importance to the siege of Silistria. It certainly was attended witha 
eopsideradle loss of time. The siege having been raised, the third por. 
tion of the plan—namely, to strike a blow at the power of Russia in 
the Black Sea—came into play. A few days after the siege had been 
raked, directions were given to Lord Raglan to inform himeelf as to 
the state of Sebastopol, and the force that might be mecessary to 
yedzee it. Every confidence was placed in the officers to whom 
there points were referred. Such confidence was absolutely ne- 
eerssry, for time did not allow of correspondence with the 
bome anthoriticee. After information hed been obdtained a council 
of war was held, and it was resolved, and he believed correctly, to strike 
a blow at Sebastopol. Infinite credit was due to those who hid the 
preparation of the expedition. Unfortunately the cholera continued its 
vaveges, and that necessarily retarded the sailing of -the force. 
Rorsia made great use of the time eo afforded in completing her 
meraseres of defence. It had been asserted that the Government 
hed undervalued the power of Russia. No such thing. It was the 
pebiic opinion ef England which committed that mistake. A lesson 
upon that point, however, had been given, and it must not be thrown 
away. Jt was not true that reinforcements had not been sent to the 
€xsimea. But why, it may be asked, were they not more namerous ? 
The answer was, that for many years past the policy of Pariiament 
had been tokeep down at the lowest possible poimt the military re- 
sources of the country. When the hour of need came,it was found 
to be impossible to raise an army, and to use it on the instant. 
Wht regard to the army actually availab’e for the purposes of 
the Crimea, he could etate that after the troops now on 
their way, and those ready to sail, hed arrived, no fever than 54.736 
efficrrs and men would, from firat to last, have passed uoder the com- 
mand of Lord Raglan. Mr. Herbert proceeded to show that every pains 
hed been taken, and with success, to organise the commissariat and 
medica) departments. With regard to the hospitals, the statements 
were eo conflicting that it was impossible to form an opinion as to the 
jumier or injustice of the compleinis which had been made. Every 
eft +culd be made to remove just grounds of complaint. The nurs: 
éeyn) tment had proved eminently sacceesful. The devoted persons hai 
shown wonderful energy, tact, and tenderness. I: had been asked why 
@i¢ you goto Sebastopol? His answer was, that the Allies went there 
became in wee the great fortress of Russian power in the South. Next 
yerr it won)d te imporsible to hope for :uccese, If not taken and de- 
stro) ed now, it would never be taken or destroyed. There wa: great 
ried, but that wae a necereary accompaniment of every great enterprise, 
Mr. Herbert thus concluded his speech :— 

In previous wars we had alliances with countries who took our money, 
Dut the Governmente of which sometimes intrigued against us. We are 
Dow in alliance with two of the greatest nations in Europe, and we see 
the epinion of Europe day by day coming nearer and nearer to us, while 
Rvrria is placed in a state of isolation. Her hostile army is intrenched 
ip ber own chief arsenal, and her fleet has been eunk by herown act, 
while ber forts on the Caucasus have also been destroyed by herown hand. 
‘These sre the effects of the first campaign. I ask, where can you fiad, 
i> the bistory of England, a campaign of not more than a few months’ 
@vration attended with euch results? Bat etil i hope to see our Army 
sopriderably increased; and if you,the House of Commons, think it 
@uzht vo be, tell us eo (Hear, hear). I tell you that the country is deter- 
moined, at all hazard and at al! cost, that the army of Lord Raglan shall 
Be aepported (Loud cheers). If the House does not aaswer to that feeling

(Hear); but I would sooner a thousand times sink ‘en Governments 
rather than any other policy should be adopted (Hear, hear) I cae not 
in whose hands the war is placed, provided it be carried out ; and provided 
the —— of the le honestly and truly carry out the deter- 
mined will of the nation, that the noblest of armies sh.ll be assured of the 
meaps—so far a8 human means can avail—to a perfect triamph 
(Loud and long-continued cheering). 


Mr. LAYARD cond d the duct of Government in the manage- 
ment of the war. Granting that Sebastopol was taken, one step only 
would be gained. This country may be called upon to choose beSween 
an inglorious peace, or to persevere in a struggle never equalled in the 
history of the world. After what had passed in relation to this matter, 
he could not feel that. confidence which he wished he could feel in tha 
Government. All the evil had arisen from the want of a definite 
policy as regarded the prosecution of the war. This, indeed, was 
inevitable in a Cabinet composed of men who entertained opposing 
trizciples. He blamed the Government for placing themselves in the 
hands of Austria. He believed that that treaty would prove to be 
worse then ureless. It was wrong to spare Odessa; and as to the 
operations in the Baltic, there had been no suffic ent demonstration 
made. There was only one means of overcoming Rassia, and that was 
to meet her in Europe, and to erect Poland into a kingdom. 

Colonel DunNE eontended that the war had mot been condacted with 
skill and energy. 

Mr. DisRAELI expressed his surprise that no member of the Govern- 
ment had attempted to reply to the charges of incapacity brought for. 
ward. He found fault with all that Ministers had done from first to 
last. Everything wasa blunder or a mishap of some desoription or 
other :— 

You have attacked Sebastopol. It might have been a questionable 
proceeding at any period of the year; but you have chosen the very 
woret period—a winter campaign, in a country in which of all ov'hers a 
winter er gs ought to be avoided. You have commenced this, the 

reatest of blunders, without having previded for the next blunder. 

‘our huts will arrive in the middle of Jauuary. and the furs in time for 
the suns of May (Hear, hear). Surely, when the Min stry whish manages 
the aflairs of the country in such a manner that at last they ate obliged 
to go to war with the most powerfal military Power in the world, you 
wil) sgree with me—hon. gentlemen, I am eure. will agree with me— 
that such a position ehould not have been arrived at, suck a decision 
should not bave been come to without deep thought. Bu: in the pos- 
seseion of the most ample knowledze (Hear, hear), these statesmen, who 
arrogate to themselves all the experience and all the ability of this House, 
could hardly have been expected to so play thei: cards, when they 
decided on trying this great issue, that they should enteron a cam- 
paign under the most unfavourable circumetanees, and incur so great a 
risk under the most fearful odds (Hear, hear). 


It was the same with the way in which they had carried on the negotia- 
tions before war was declared :-- 


It is now two years since you have dallied with Russia. In your diplo- 
matic overtures you may possibly have supposed that your negotiations 
would terminate in peace. 1 believe you did; and thata majvrity of you 
conceived that your negotiations would end in peace; because I know 
that when a body of men consult together—a body of different opinions— 
whatever those opinions may be, ana however variou:, they always take 
refuge in the consolatory conviction that they will not be called on to act 
(Hear, hear). 1 believe that this Cabinet of coalition flattered themselves, 
and were credulous in their flattery. that the tremendous issue which 
they have had to encounter, and which must make their days and nights 
anxious, which have been part of their lives, would met have occurred 
(Hear, hear). They could never dream, for iastance, (hai it would be the 
termination of the career of a noble Lord to carry on war with Russia, of 
which that noble Lord had been the cherished and almost the spoiled 
child. I believe that noble Lord full of the most generous emotions on 
the subject, and inclined, in the abstraction of his intellect, to dreams 
of what is called Liberalism; and he may have felt that it was 
rot boncurable, espec'ally in the company he is keeping, that the latter 
days of hie eminent cercer should have been employed in a war with 
Ruesia (Hear, hear). That this is the truth was acknowledged by the 

‘hancelior of the Exchequer at Manchester, and by his budgets in this 

louse. It has been cleariy shown that two of you are never of the same 
opinion. You were candid enough to declare this, and it is probable that 
bo three of you ever supposed the resu!t weuld be what it has been found 
tobe. I said that two years ago you ought .o have formed your policy on 
this question. Youdo not appear to have embraced any definite object, 
or to have been ready to pureue any definite policy. If you had, you 
would not have told us that you are obliged to enter into a winter cam- 
oo in the Crimea, for another month would have readered it impreg- 
nable. 


The strange sudden way in which Parliament had been oalled toge- 
ther was another evidence of the disunion of Ministera, of their want of 
any definite common principle of action. Nothing was done accordiog 
to any system, The only thing which eustained th» country under such 
a deplorable state of affairs was the unparalleled heroism of our 
troops. With regard to the Austrian alliance, he maintained that the 
duty of the Government was to give a frank éxplanation of what it was 
intended to secure :— 


If they will not be frank with their opponents, whether they sit on this 

side the House or che other, | should venture to say this was the 
very time to be frank with the people of this country. The people of this 
country are not #o blind to queetions of this character as they were a few 
years ago. They are pow beginning to comprehend the enormous irsue 
that is at stake, and if they find that Parliament is called together, with 
our effairs in no satisfactory state, and this old ghostof the Austrian 
alliance haunting the chambers oftheir repreeentatives,then I think that 
itis not at all uniikely that they will feel considerable disre!.sh for the 
operation. Ithink it would be wise in the Government if they told us the 
split of the Austrian alliance. Does Au:ria mean to act? Is she 
merely to watch the game, and profit by it at the rght oppor- 
tunity? Is it an offensive and defensive alliance? Will ene 
employ her troops? is she to be an ally in spirit and in 
blood, as our aily of France? Engiand has a right to demand 
that from the Government that has had the management -of 
this treaty. Perhaps we shall hear to-night. If we do not hear it to- 
night, lam convinced that this meeting of Parliament, ani this com- 
miesion from her Majesty, will not have that effect upon the mind of the 
country which I for one earnestly desire. I earnestly desire that the 
country generally may accept it as the House of Commons has ascepted 
it, subject to the conditions I have mentioned, as an unequ vocal appeal 
by their Sovereign engaged in a great war, and, therefore, I have a right 
to sesume,a war for great objects; and that we are determined, with our 
utmost means and power, to support her Majesty ia this greac and diffi- 
cult position. But if we are to have allies who ouly interfere to bewilder, 
to mystify, to endanger, when they ought to act, to stop in the course of 
national conduct when the country is slow to enlist in a great questioa 
ot this kind, 1 say, “ No Austrian alliance; no four ponts; no secret 
articles,” but let France and England together selve this great question, 
and establish and secure the civilisation of Europe (Lear, hear). 

Lord J. RussELL contrasted the very great difference between the tone 
in which Mr. Disraeli had addreesed the House, and that which charac- 
terised Sir Jobn Pakington’s criticism. The speech of the latter was 
one of remarkable ability, and, at the same time, great fairness. That 
of the honourable member for Buckingham-hire was spoken io a totally 
different spirit. Its object was to destroy public confitence in Ministers, 
and weaken the Anglo-French alliance ; indeed, from begianing to end, 
it was impossible to discover one gleam of patriotism in anything which 
that gentleman had said. The noble Lord then repl:ed at some length 
to the oriticiams of Mr. Layard on the conduct of the war, an i jasiified 
the course which Government had taken since the commencement of the 
campaign. With regerd to the treaty with Austria, to which re- 
ference had been made, he went on to eay :— 

I do not pretend to give the House an acourate statement of the terms 
of that treaty, but I am quite ready to say what I think has beea the 
—, and what is the posi'ion, of Austria in re,gard to this couatry. 

Was never eatisfied that Austria had pursued that course which her duty 
to Europe should have induced her to take (Héar, hear). [think tha: in

(Hear, hear). I think, besides. that Austria was more nearly affected, 
and that her danger was greater than that of England and 
Fr nee; but, on the other hand, a cautious Power like Austria saw

She leaves herself at liberty to say thie without any breach of faitn; 

and one of the Jast things I should wish to do would be toimpute to 
Avetria a breach ot faith, if ultimately she did not form part of the 
Alliance; but my explanation ia that she does concur with us in respect 
to the bases that are absolutely necessary for the security of Turkey; 
and that, if Rursia does not consent toa treaty of peace on those bases 

then that in the next campaign the forces of Austria will b: joined 
with these of England and France (Hear). It may be said that we should 
have got fer better terms; but we could not enforce terms on an inde- 
pendent Power; and it is better to have such a treaty with Austria rather 
than leave Austria unconnected with us, and without any ties to bind her 
to us (Hear). That was the belief of her Majesty’s Government, and still 
more strongly the persuasion of the Government of the Emperor of the 
French (Hear, hear). 

According to some critics, the four points proposed were not suffi- 
cient to secure an honourable peace, but he thought differently. After 
euch bravery ss had been displayed on the heights of Inkerman, he felt 
persuaded that the nations of Europe would pay rather more respect to 
the military prowess of this country than they had been ia the habit of 
doing for some time past :— 

While this country has such deeds of heroism to boast of, you may de- 
pend upon it that the mightiest nations of Europe will dread our enmity, 
and be anxicus to secure our friendship (Cheers). With this persuasion, 
1 shall ask the Houee to vote its thanks to those gallant men, and to our 
gallant Allies, the French army, who fought by the side of our troops at 
Alma and Inkerman, and assisted them to defeat the enemy (Cheers). 
With such an a)}l ance, with such prudent conduct in regard to other 
Powers, and with the determination in this country, which I believe is 
strong, tbat the war in which her Majesty is at present engaged must be 
brought to a just and honourable and glerious termination, I feel fall of 
hope for the result of the contest (Loud cheers). 


The Address was agreed to, and the House adjourned at half-past two 


o’clock.

THe REPORT ON THE ADDRESS, 

On the report on the Address being brought up by Mr. Herbert and 
Mr. L. Gower, the mover and seoonder, Admiral WALcoT recom- 
mended that a generous confidence sheuld be reposed in our naval 
chiefs. 

Mr. A. PELLATT congratulated the House on the cordial alliance now 
established with France, which wa: first begun, he esid, by the Peace 
Conference, and he recommended the Government to cement that 
aljiance by a reduction of the wine duties. 

Sir H, Wittovcney criticised the policy of the attack on Se- 
bestopol, and demanded that the treaty with Austria should be laid 
op the table. 

Mr. Atcock considered that the expeditions both tothe Baltic and 
the Black Ses were characterised by a euccession of blunders. 

Colonel SiptHorp had no sympathy in German alliances. He would 
treet to the army alone, for he believed it would take ninety-nine fo- 
reigners to make athcrovgh Englishman. 

Mr. Rice totally differed fromthe views expressed by Mr. Alcock. 

The CHANCELLOR of the Excnequer heped this discussion would 
not be further prolonged ; but there were one or two questions which he 
thought it rerpectful to the House to answer. He would not go into the 
queitions of miJitary criticism; he did not lay olaim to impeocability on 
the part of the Government, but he altogether denied the statements of 
some hon: gentlemen, that nothing whatever had been done. As re- 
garded the invasion of the Cr mea, it had been said that it was absurd to 
think of making any impression on Russia with an army of 50,000 men. 
But who ever supposed that Russia could be invaded by an army 
of that strength? That 50,000 men only represented th? nam- 
ber which could be carried at once from Varna to the Crimea, 
ard a very great operation it was, and one that reflected the 
bighest credit both upon the military authorities and the fleet. 
The British force which had been sent to the East was now close 
upon 55,000 men; and he was fully justified, from the offivial informa- 
tion in his possession, in stating that the French foroe which had been 
dispatched to the seat of war up to this moment was very little short of 
100,000 men—certainly it wae not less than from 90,000 to 95,000. With 
respect to the production of the Austrian treaty, he regretted that it 
wae notin the power of the Government at the present moment to lay 
the treaty before the Houre. It would be produced as soon as the rati- 
fications had been exchanged, and in the meantime the House was not 
committed by the Address to an approbation of it 

Mr. Wnitesipe applauded the reticence of the Government with 
regard to their military operations. He wished that course had been 
followed last year, when every intention of Ministers was known ani 
talked of for months beforehand. He condemned the policy of re'ying 
upon Austria, which, he believed wou!¢, as in the partition of Poland, 
ge! all the wanted io this war without losing a man or spending a florian. 

Mr. F. ScotT reviewed the debate of the previous night, and com- 
plained of Ministers for not giviog more information. 

Sir J. TroLiore, having no cenfidence in Austria, thought all re- 
ference to the treaty should be omitted from the Address. 

The report was then sgreed to. 

EMPLOYMENT OF THE MILITIA. 

Lord PALMERSTON, in moving for leave to bring in a bill to enable 
her Majesty to accept offers of service by militia regiments ia places out 
of the United Kingdom, said the Government had be2n acoused of en- 
tering into war without having a reserve; but he begged to say the re- 
serve they counted on was the British nation. The objest the Govern- 
ment bad in view by this bill was, not to send the militia to ths Crimea, 
but to send them to do garrison daty in Malta, Gibraltar, and Corfa, and 
thereby to set free the regiments now serving there. Circumstanees might 
aleo occur toinduce her \) ajesty toeepd them tothe North American Colo- 
nies; but at present that was not contemplated. He entertained no doubt 
thet the militia regiments would volunteer, and he was satisfied from the 
reports of cempetent military authorities that the mili'ia regiments 
would be as efficient for garrison duty as the regiments in the line, 
He would not detain the House further, as he did not anticipate any 
epleuten to the motion. 

Mr. NEwpDEGATE aeked whether this measure was subsidiary to the 
formation of an army of reserve to be within Lord Raglan’s reaoh, or 
vas the army in the Crimea to be s:ill without an available reserve ? 
Nothing bad occurred to induce confidence in Austria, as against Russia. 

Mr. 8. Herpent eaid, the Government had felt strongly the necessity 
of forming, with as much rapidity as possible, an efficient reserve for 
Lerd Raglan’s army. The principal difficulty was the great distance of 
this country from the seat of war. The intention, therefore, was to form 
adéitional companies to every regiment commanded by Lord Raglan, 
and to place those companies, as soon as they had passed through their 
preliminary drill, in that position which would render them most conve- 
nient for him toesend for. The intention was to place those additional 
compenies in reserve at Malta, which, it was thought, would offer the 
moet convenient access to Lord Rag'an. 

After some further discussion the bill was introduced and read a first 
time. The House then adjourned.

Tue re-assembling of the Legislature sugg°sts the return to our Iilus- 
tration of the artistic of the New Houses of Parliament. The 
details we now present to the public are principally in sculptaral deoo- 
ration. We commence, however, with 


THE VENTILATING SHAFT. 


Our Illustration represents the New Louvre, or Leven 8 Shaft, just 
completed for the exit of the vitisted air and smoke from the Libraries, 
and the whole of the Committee-rooms situated on the river front of the 
New Palace. The lantern is quadrangular in form, divided into three 
stagee—the two lower ones surmounted by a brattishing ornament, in 
unison with the cresting, along the whole line of roofing. At each angle, 
and in the centre of the flat side, is a light buttress, sur ted by 
Pee ager finials, This buttress — — a — from = main 
ly of the turret, and uces a light and pleasing effect. e top is 
into the air by oes shaft, finished by a ball-cross. At the 
of this shaft is a cluster of four emailer flying buttresses. The total 
‘ht is about 68 feet. 
‘he lower set of louvres is used for the passage of the vitiated air ; 
equare space within being divided from the air exit by an inner funnel, 
if it may be so termed, for the ascent of the smoke, which, rising above 
the first set of louvres, makes its way out threagh the second set, or 
stage. The louvres are ingeniously contrived to open or shut, as the 
wind may play against—that is, when the wird is beating against oue 
side, or at the angle—for though quadrangular at the base, it assumes 
the form of an ootagon, just at the commencement of the louvres, thus 
presenting eight sides or fronts to the wind, so that should the wind 
be fanning any one side, or angle, the opposite apertures 
remain open; thus the foul air readily finds egress. It might 
be expected that a contrivance of this kind would be am unsightly 
ebject—particularly in iron—of which material so little is done 
to please the taste; but, in this case, this turret, with its light 
crocketed buttresses, forms a. pleasing addition to the river front. 
Much has been said of the ventilation of this vast pile of building— 
much has been done, and much left undone; but, from a recent visit, 
we cannot but lament the alterations which have been introduced in 
that magnificent room, the House of Lords. The alterations we vom- 
plain of are the opening of some of the beautiful stained glass windows, 
which are made to turn upon bingee, allowing, when opened, « gush of 
cold light into the room; ill contrasting with the rich warmth of colour 
the decoration affords, and making it look more like a commonplace 
building than is due to its regal character. 
We now proceed to detail a portion of the artistic decoration of the 
Prince’s Chamber with a series of historic bas-relieis, the able work of 
Mr. Theed, the sculptor :—

The Staircase for the use of the Members of the Houte of Com- 
mons, and which may be called “ the Members’ Private Staircase,” =s 
the public are not admitted toit,isomthe worth sid. the fine old 
cloistere of St. Stephen’s Chapel: it is entered from wer cleister, 
and also frem the Star-chamber Court. Thisetaircase «ads from the 
lower to the upper cloister, and in design and embellishwent is truly 
beautiful. Cius ered columns in the centre, 

a stone roof, most elaborately groin 

ing having bosses of infinite variety of 

windows, three in number on the north with gorgeous 
stained glass; and, at night, the Staircase is lighted by lanterns pen- 
dent from the centres of the intersecting arches of the rvof.. On the 
east and west sides, arches, filled with tracery, enrich the walls; the en- 
tranoe to the upper cloister is on the eouth side. Panelling and quatre- 
foils fill the walls on the sides of the stairs; and, in every part, the de- 
tails are full of variety and elaborate beauty. The landings are laid 
with encaustic tiles of different designs, surrounded by alleys of black 
marble. Though not of large dimensions, we think there are few 
— of the New Palace of Westminster more beautiful than this 

taircase. 


ENTRANCE-DOOR TO THE SERJEANT-AT-ARMS’ RESIDENCE. 


This doorway is seen on the north side of the Speaker’s Court, and 
forms a pleasing object, whether eeen directly on entering the Court, or 
viewed from the farther courts, through whose arched openings it is 
shown as a rich finish to the vista. The Residence, to which this is the 
Estrance, will thortly be completed. The fittings-up, both in the 
master’s and servante’ hall, are being studied with scrupulous care, so 
as to carry out the character of the architecture of the building. 


STATUES OF SELDEN AND WALPOLE. 


We have also engraved two of the series of portrait statues which 
have been prepared for St. Stephen’s Hall. That of John Selden, by 
Foley, is fuil of dignified simplicity; the head is finely expressive; the 
costume is that of Selden’s tine. The stdtue of Walpole is a finely 
characteristic figure of the statesman; the drapery (the eostume of the 
pericd) is well managed, the hanging in bold ample folds; and the 
work maintains the fame of the sculptor, Mr. Bell. 


We add a few other details of the artistic embellishments,

MR. BRIGHT ON THE WAR; AND MR. ABSOLOM 
WATKIN ON MR. BRIGHT. 


We have not hitherto been able to make room for Mr. Bright’s 
ruischievous letter, on behalf of his friend the Czar; but we now 
produce it, with Mr. Watkin’s reply, so that our readers may have 
the bane and antidote both before them. - : 


JOHN BRIGHT, ESQ, M.P., TO ABSOLOM WATKIN, ESQ, 


IN REPLY TO AN INVITATION TO ATTEND THE MANCHESTER 
MEETING, TO AID THE PATRIOTIC FUND, 
Ruri, Norta WA Es, Oct. 29. 


My dear Sir,—I think, on further consideration, you will perceive that 
the meeting on Thursday next would be a most improper occasion for a 
discuesion 28 to the justice of the war. Just or unjus:, the war is a fac, 
and the men whose lives are miserably thrown away in it have clearly a 
claim u the country, and especia!ly upon those who, by the expressioa 
rvu ‘plone favourable to the war have made themselves responsible for 

+. Jcannot, therefore, for a moment appear to discourage the liverality 
of those who believe the war to be just, and whose utmost generosity, in 
my opinion, will make but a wretched return for the ruin they have 
brought upon hundreds of tamilies. 

With regard to the war itself. I am not surprised at the difference be- 
tween your opinion and mine, if you decide a question of this natare by 
an appeal to Vattel. The “lawo! nations” is not my law, and at best 
it Is a code full of confusion and contradictions, having its foundation on 
custom, and not on a higher morality; and on custom which has always 
been determined by the will of the strongest. It may be a question 
of some interest whether the first crusade was in accordance with the 
law and principles of Vattel; but whether the first crusade was jus:, and 
whether the policy of the crusades was a wise policy, is a totally different 
question. I have no doubt that the American war was a just war accord- 
ing to the principies laid down by writers on the“ Jaw of nat ons,” and yet 
no map in his senses in this country will now say that the policy of 
George III. towards the American colonies was a w.se policy, or that war 
arighteous war. The French war, too, was doubtless just according to 
the same authorities ; for there were fears, and anticipated dangers to be 
combated, and law and order to be sustained in Europe; and yet few in- 
telligent men now believe the French war to have veen either necessary 
or just. You must excuse meif I refuse altogether to pin my faith apon 
Vattel. There have been writers on international law who have attempted 
to show that private assassination and the poisoning of wel's were justi- 
fiable in war; and perhaps it would be difficult to demonstrate whercia 
these horrors differ from rome of the practices which are now in vogue, 
I will no’ ask you to mould your opinion on these points by such writers, 
nor shall I submit my judgment to that of Vattel. 

The question of this present war is in two parts—firat, was it necessary 
for us to interfere by arms in a dispute between the Russians and the 
Turks; and, secondly, having determined to interfere, under certain cir- 
cumstances, why was not the whole question terminated when Russia 
accepted the Vienna Note? ‘The seat of war is 3000 m.'cs away from us, 
We bad not been attacked—not even insulted in any way. {wo inde- 
pendent Governments hada dispute, and we thrust ourselves into the 

uarrel, That there was some ground for the dispute is admitted by 
the Four Powers in the proposition ef the Vienna Note. But, for 
the English Minister at Constantinople and the Cabinet at home, the 
dispute would have settled itself, and the last note of Prince Mensch koff 
would have been accepted, and no human being can point any material dif 
ference between that note and the Vienna note, alterwards agreed upon 
and recommended by the Governmentsof England, France, Austria, and 
Prussia. But our Government would not allow the dispute to be settiet. 
Lord Stratford de Redcliffe held private interviews with the Sultan, did 
his utmost to alarm him, insisted on his rejection of all terms of accom- 
modation with Russia, and promised him the armed assistance of Enge 
land if war chou'd ariee. 

The Turke rejected the Russian note, and the Russians crossed the 
Pruth, occupying the Principalitiea as a ** material guarantee.” I do not 
defen: this act of Russia; it hes always appeared to me to me be im- 
politic and immoral; but I think it likely it could be well defended out 
of Vatiel, and it is at least as justifiable as the conduct of Lord John 
Ruseeli and Lord Paimerston in 1850, whea they sent ten or twelve ships 
of war to the Pirwus, menacing the town with a bombardment if the 
ey pecuniary claim made by Don Pacifico were not at once 
satisfied. 

Butthe paseage of the Pruth was declared by England, and France, 
and Turkey, not to be a casus belli. Negotiations were commenced at 
Vienna, snd the celebrated Vienna note was drawn up. Tais note had 
its or'gin in Paris, was agreed to by the Conference cf Vienna, ratified 
and aprroved by the Cabinets of Paris and London, and pronounced by 
all these authorities to be such as would satisfy the honour of 
Russia, and at the same time be compatible with the “inde 
pendence and integrity of Turkey and the honour of the Sul- 
tan.” Ruesia accepted this note at once— accepted it, I believe, by 
te'egraph, even before the precise words of it had been received in Sc. 
Petersburg. Everybody thought the question now settled; a Cabinet 
Minister assured me we should never hear another word about it; ‘the 
whole thing is at an end,” he said, and so it aypeared fora moment. But 
the Turk refused the note which had been drawn up by his own arbi- 
trators, and which Russia had accepted. And what did the Ministers say 
then. and what did their organ, the Times eay? They said it was merely 
a difference about words; it was a pity the Turk made any ditliculty, 
but it wovld soon be settled. But it was not settled, and why 
not? It is said that the Russian Government put an improper 
construction on the Vienna Note. But it is unfortunate for those 
who say this, that the Turks placed precisely the same construc- 
tion upon it; and further, it is upon record that the French Go- 
vernment advised the Russian Government to accept it on the 
ground that “ its general sense differed in nothing from the sense of the 
——- of Prince Menschikoff.” It is, however, easy to see why the 

ussian Government should, when the Turks refused the award of their 
own arbitrators, re-state its original claim, that it might not be damaged 
by whatever concession it had made in accepting the award; and this is 
evident!y the explanation of the document issued by Count Neeselrode, 
and sbout which eo much has been said. But, after this, the Emperor of 
Russia, in communication with Lord Westmoreland on the subject at 
Olmutz, expreesed his readiness to accept the Vienna note, with any 
clause which the Conference might add to it, explainiog and restricting 
ita reening; and it has been eaid that he urged that this should be done 
at once, as he was anxious that his troops shou!d recross the Prath before 
winter. It was in this very week that the Turks summoned a grand 
counci!, and, contrary to the advice ot Kngland and France, determined 
on a cecisration of war. 

Now, ob:erve the course taken by our Government. They agreed to 
the Vienna note: not fexer than five members of this Cabinet have 
filled the office of Forcign Secretary, and, therefore, may be supposed 
px ay of comprehending its meaning; it was a note drawn up by the 
friends of Turkey, and by arbitrators self-constitated on behalf of 
Turkey ; they urged its acceptance on the Kussian Government, and the 
Ruserian Government accepted it. VYhere was then a dispute about its 
precise meaving, and Russia agreed, and even proposed, that the 
arbitrators at Vienna should amend it by explaining it, and limitiag 
its meaning, eo that no question of its intention should henceforth 
exist. But the Turks having rejected it, our Government turned 
round, and declared the Vienna note, their own note, entirely ‘n- 
admiesible, and defended the conduct of the Turks in having rejected 
it. The Turks declared war, against the advice of the English 
and French Governmente—eo, at least, it appears from the Blue 
Books: but, the moment war was declared by Turkey, our Govera- 
ment operly applauded it. England, then, was committed to the 
war. She had promised armed assistance to Turkey—a country without 
government, and whose administra'ion was at the merey of contending 
factions ; and. incapable of fixing a policy for herself, she allowed herseif 
to be dragged on by the current of events at Constantinop'e. She 
“ drifted,” 98 Lord Clarendon eaid. exactly describing his owa position, 
into the war apparently without rudder and without compass. 

The whole policy of our Government in this matter is marke1 with an 
imbecility perhaps without example. I will not say they intended a war 
from the first, though there are not wanting many evidences that war was 
the object of at least a section of the Cabinet. A distinguished member 
of the House of Commons said to a friend of mine, immediately after the 
accersion of the present Government to oflice, ‘‘ You have a war Minis:ry, 
and you wi!l have a war.” But I leave this question to point out the 
dirgreceful feeblenese of the Cabinet, if I am to absolve them from the 
guilt of having sought oceasion for war. They promised the Turk armed 
Seeistance on conditions, or without conditions. They, in concert with 
France, Austria, and Prussia, took the original dispute out of the hands 
of Russia and Turkey, and formed themselves into a court of arbitra- 
tion in the interests of Turkey; they mate an award, which they 
deciared to be eafe and hocourable for both parties; this award 
was accepted by Russia and rejected by Turkey; and they then 
turned round upon their own award, declared it to be “ totally 
inadmiesible,” and made war upon the very country whose 
Government, at their suggestion, and urgent recommendation, had 
frankly accepted it. Atthis moment England is engaged in a murderous 
warfare with Ruseia, although the Kussian Government accepted her own 
terms of peace, and has been willing to accept them in the sense of 
England’s own interpretation of them ever since they were offered ; an1, 
at the same time, England is allied with Turkey, whose Government re- 
jected the award of England, and who entered into the war in opposition 
to the sdviceof England. Surely, when the Vienna note was accept:d 
by Kurriu, the Turks should have been prevented trom going to war, or 
should have been allowed to go to war at their own risk. 

I have eaid nothicg here of, the fact that all these troubles have sprung 





out of demands made by France upon the Turkish Government, and urged 
in lan © more insulting than any which has been shown to have been 
used by Prince Mencchikoff. I have said nothing of the diplomati 
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evidence there is that we are not only at war with Russia, but with all the 
Christian population of the Turkish Empire, and that we are building up 
our Eastern policy on a false foundation—namely, on the | main- 
tenance of the mort immoral and filth all més Over one of the 
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or from the continuance of peace. The disturbance of trade throughout 
the world, the rc of monetary affairs, and difficulties and ran 
to thousands of famiiies. Another year of high prices of food, notwith- 
standing a full harvestin England, chiefly because war interferes with im- 
ports, and we have declared our principal foreign food-growers to be our 
enemies The loss of human life to an enormous extent. Many thousands 
of our countrymen have already perished of pestilence and in the field; 
avd hundreds, perhaps thousands, of English families will be planged 
into rorrow, as & part of the penalty to be paid for the folly of the nation 
and its rulers. 

When the time comes for the “ inquieition for blood,” who shall auswer 
for these things? You have read the tidings from the Crimea; you have 
perhaps shuddered at the slaughter; you remembeer the terrific picture 
—I speak not of the battle, and the charge, and the tumultuous excite- 
ment of the conflict, but of the field after the battle—Russiaus in cheir 
frenzy, or their terror, shooting Englishmen who would have offered 
them water to quench their agony of thirst; Englishmen, in crowds, 
rifling the ckets of the men they had slain or wounded, 
takirg their few shillings er roubles, and discovering among the 
plunder of the stiffening corpses images of the “ Virgin and the 
Child.” You have read this, and your imagination has followed the 
fearful details, This is war;—every crime which human nature can 
commit cr imagine, every horror it can perpetrate or suffer; and 
this it is which our Christian Government reck!essly plunges into, aad 
which so many of our countrymen at this moment think it patriotic to 
applaud! You must excuse meif I cannot go with you. I wiil have no 
part in thie terrible crime. My hands shall be unstained with the blood 
which is being shed. The necessity of maintaining themselves in office 
may influence an Administration; delusions may mislead a people; 
Vattel may afford you a law and a defence ; but no respect for men who 
form a Government, no regard I have for “ going with the stream,” and 
ro fear of being deemed wanting in patriotism, shall influence me in 
favour ef a policy which, in my conscience, I believe to b> as criminal be- 
fore God as it is destructive of the true interests of my courtry. 

I have only to ask you to forgive me for writing so long a letter. You 
have forced it from me; and I would not have written it did I not co 
rouch appreciate your sincerity and your good inten‘ions towards me.

When orce a State bas given proofs of injustice, rapacity, pride, ambition, or an imp>- 
rious thirst of «ule. she becomes an object of suspicion to her neigh ,oare, whose datv it is 
to stand on thei guard against her. ‘ihey miy come upon her at the momeat when she is 
on the point of acquiring a formidable accession of power; may demand recuritiss; and, if 
sh hesivates to «ive them. may prevent ber desizns by forcs of arms.—VATTEL: Law of 
Nations. Book3rd Chapter 3rd. Section 44. 

It is still easier to prove that, should that formidable power betray an unjust and ambi- 
tieus d sposition, by oing the least injustice to another, all nations may avail themssives of 
the occasion, and, by joivirg the injured party, thos form a coalition of strength, ia orver 
to bumble that ambitious Potentate. and disabie him from so easily opprewsing his 
neighbours, or keeping them in continual awe and fear. Foran injury givesus a right to 
provide for our future sefety by depriving the unjust aggressor of toe means of ivjuring us; 
and it is law'ul. and even praiseworthy. to assist those who are ooprewed or anjustly at- 
tacked.—VATTEL: Law of Nations, Book 2rd. Chapter 3rd. Section 45

My dear Sir,—WhenI assented to your request that my hasty note 
should accompany your elaborate reply, I earnestly entreated that you 
would de!ay the publication till the 11th, lest the influence of your name 
should prejudice the subscription to the Patriotic Fand. As you had 
assizned 5 our unwillingness to check the flow of liberality as your reason 
for not appearing at the meeting, and as the subject of the war is not 
likely to lose its interest, I depended upon your willing compliance with 
so reasonable a request. But I find I was mistaken. At whatever cost to 
the wives and children of those whose sufferings you so pathetically de- 
plore, you have hastened to declare that you “ will have no part in this 
terrible crime,” and have charged, not me only, but avast majority of 


your fellow-countrymen, with the guilt of commencing and supporting | 


an upjust and unnecessary war, “ as criminal before God as it ‘s destruc- 
tive of the trueinterests of the country.” I pass by the epithets with 
which you have heightened your picture, and have endeavoured to de- 
grade at once the understanding and humanity of those to whom you are 
oppored. Such flowers of rhetoric are merely the adornment of your 
victim. To these I say nothing; but tothe charge of comp! city in the 
bloodguiltiness of an unjust war, I indignantly reply, for my country, 
not less then for myself—NoT GUILTY. 

Your indictment against your country (for it is she who is the great cri- 
m'nal whom you arraign, inasmuch as she, speaking by the tongues and 
from the hearts of the vast majority of her sons, has sanctioned the war) is 


drawn with consummate skill. No Crown lawyer of the most arbitrary times | 


of our most arbitrary Kings,evertook more pains to involve some obnoxious 


individual in the meshes of constructive treas »n, than you have employed | 


to fasten upon your country the complicated guiit of hypocrisy, injuetice, 
and unnecessary bloodshed. Nor did ever a well-feed Old Bai'ey prac- 
titioner labour harder to save some notorious offender from a deserved 
hanging, than you have done, without a fee, to represent the most aggres- 
sive and wily monarch in the world as a pattern of fair dealing anda 
lover of peace. 

When, in answer to your assertion of the wickedness of the war,I 
appealed to the law of nations, my appeal was to that code by which the 
naticns of Christen¢om have agreed to regulate their affairs, embodying 
the recognised system of national morality, to which statesmen would 
unanimously refer, and by which they would judge. I referred to Vattel, 
not a8 the author, but as the expositor of that jaw; to his book as one 
popularly known, and readily consulted ; and to his decision, as being, 
on all important points, in accordince with those of the highest autho- 
rities When, therefore, [ found in Vattel passages such as those I have 
placed at the head of this letter—ro clearin statement and so strong in 
reason — 8» evidently condemning Russia, and so fully justifying the con- 
duct of Ergiand and France, I felt that, according to the law of nationa, 
the question was settled. 

The continued aggressions of the Czar, being universally admitted. it 
was the obvious duty of al! civilised nations, and had long been their duty, 
to repress his further advances. 

Great, therefore, was my surprise, wh2n you disclaimed the authority 
of the law of nations; but my surprise rose to astonishment at the 
bardihood of your assertions, that this Jaw, which is founded on the 
highest and purest morality, as established and expounded by some of 

he ablest and best of men, is a “ code full of confasion and contradic- 
tions, having ite foundation on custom, and not on a hig»er morality, 
and on custom which has always been determined by the will of the 
strongest”—an assertion so palpably at variance with the fact, that [ 
hesitate whether to ascribe it to want of knowledge or want of candour; 
but in which certainly no one will find it poosib’e to concur who takes the 
slightest pains to inform himself on the subject. The law ot nations 
partakes necessarily of that imperfection waich attaehes te all humaa 
science; but it is still a science, the foundations of which are laid in the 
nature and si‘uation of man. and the relation of iodividuais and com- 
munities to each other. By this law the war is clearly justifiable; but 
not merely by thisJaw. We may safely indulge yor by quitting tora 
time the domain of positive law, and ascending to pr.iciple You refer 
to a “ higher morality ;” but do mot state what it is, or where its pre- 
cepts are to be found. Now, the highest morality is contained in that law 
of the Gospel which commands us to “do unto others as we would the 
should do unto us” This is the rule for nations, not less than for indivi- 
duals. It cannot be fulfilled by either, except by the maintenance of jus- 
tice snd toe practice of humanity. It requires the punishment of crine 
the defence ef those who are weak against the injustice of the strong, an 
the efficient repression of everything which is a v.olation of individual or 
national rixhts. In pursuance of this duty, England and France are now 
sognecs in war. he precept which commands the duty, sanctions and 
hal ows its performance; and the war is as clearly right, according to 
the highest morality, as it is by the law of nations.

I shal) mere'y refer to those parts of your letter in which, by an accu- 
mulation of particulars, you have song! t to distract the attention of your 
readers from the real question, which is * the justice or injustice of the 
war.” Whatever we may thiek of the war, or of that with 
France, of the affair ot Pacifico, or of the conduct of the English 
Ministry, or the French Emperor; even it we adopt your opinion as to 
the tortuous negotiation which arose out of the Menschikoff demands, 
and compel ourselves to believe that the wily Spy more aggressive 
in peace than in war,” was at the momen‘, and for his own purposes, 
willing to accept the note of the Four Powers, and te save us from the 
“terrible crime” inte which we were hurried by the Tarks, who under- 
stood the diplomacy of your client 60 much better than we—still that 
op quertion remains, and has been +» 23 we have seen, by the 

jaw of nations and the morality of the Gospel, both of which enjoin upon 
us theduty of resisting oppression and restraini tice. 

Your doctrine of non-intervention, grounded 
“we were not attacked, and were not even insu! 
me to remind you that the conduct of 
during the last twenty years has been marked by such insolence and ill- 
faith, that nothing but the actual weakness of our Government has kept 
usfrom war. Assailed on one side by the delusive dogmas of the Peace 
Society. and badgered on the other by the pages of the *‘penny-wise and 
pound-foolish”” school, who displayed their knowledge of arithmetic in 
pompous calculat‘ons of the great saving which would accrue to the 
nation from the reduction of our means of defence to some obsolete 
standard—the Ministry was emasculated; and Russia took advantage of 
the favourable opportunity for more open aggression. In that part ef the 
world. “3000 miles away from us,” which is the seat of war, she stopped 
and visited our merchant vessels by force, surjecting them to illegal 
exactions, interfered with the tracking path of the Danube, and ob- 
struct+d its navigation, by allowing the sand to accumulate at the 
entrance of the river, which she had bound herself 7 treaty to keep 
open. Each of these acts was an infraction of the public law of Earope, 
and a justifiable ground of hostiity. They excited atten‘ion at the time, 
and spirited sp were p din the H-use; but, as no e‘licient 
means of repression was adopted, and the polite notes of Count Nessel- 
rede were accepted as satisfactory explanations, this result served only 
to augmeni the insolent domivation of Russia. She veatured to confiscate 
on English vessel, the Viren, for attempting to land a cargo of salt in 
Circassia; and at length compelled the Sultan to forbid the entrance of 
ships of war into the Black Sea. and te deciare himself incompetent, 
either in ce of war, to invite them to do so. She thus made herself 
supreme in that sea, and by means of the fleet which she kept in it, and 
the forces she could late at Sebastopol and Odessa, was in a 
position to dictate her own terms to the unfortunate Turks. All this our 
Government passed over with the passive submission so much ad nired 
by the Peace Soc ety, but which, if the spirit of Chatham had existed in 
the C-binet, would not have been endured. Could you wish your country 
to be further insulted ? 

Descriptions of the suffering unavoilably attendant upon war, have 
always a powerful effect, as they appeal to the most amiable fee'ings of 
our nature, and have the greatest influence on the most estimable persons. 
You are aware of this fact, and have made use of it in order toincrease the 
aversion which is naturally felt to deeds of cruelty; and you endeavour 
to tranafer, as far as possible, this feeling to those whom you accuse as the 
authors of the war. You lead your readers to the heights of Alma, to the 
field after the battle, and paint in strong colours the horrors of the scene. 

Your rhetoric is clever and effective: but why, except for the purpose 
of criminating your country, did you confine yourself to Alma? Why 
was not the massacre of Sinope depicted with equal force, except that it 
was the work of the Czar, and would have counteracted the impression 
you wished to produce in hia favour? In all this splendid piece of 
rhetorical exaggeration you have acted as a partizan of the Monarch 
whose unholy ambition has been the real cause of the horrors you deplore; 
and not of those only, but of all the succeeding scenes of frightful 
slaughter which have occurred up to the time at which I write. You 
should not stop at Alma. but add to the horrors of that battle-field the 
still greater horrors of Sebastopol and Balaclava. You should point to 
the thousands of Russians and Turks, of English and French, who have 
fallen in the recent battle», and whose torn and mutilated bodies appea!

do, that the guils of this 
We have taken up arms in 
defence of the weak against a mighty oppressor—for the security of our 
own country, and for the preservation of those things which are, in our 
just estimation, to be “ prized above all price” —for liberty and its attend- 
ant blessings. for civilisation and progress, for justice and fortruth. Our 
battle is for the welfare oi the whole huvan race; and our tras: is in the 
righteousness of our cause, and in His aid who has called us to this 
glorious work. 

The guilt of all the bloodshed and suffering, the misery and sorrow, the 
broken hearts and desolated homes, which must necessarily accompany 
thie awful contest, will lie at his door whcse crimes have rendered it 
necessary; and upon those who have aided and abetted him in his un- 
holy couree Upon the mercenary leaders who have soli themee!ves to 
lead his ignorant serfs; but yet more heavily upon those perverters of 
truth and right, the unprincipled diplomatic sophists, who have supplied 
pretexts, and lying evasions, and pretences, to gloze over the enorwities 
of his uprincip/ed aggressione. 

If there be a deeper dye of complicity, it is, in my conscientious opinion, 
that of the man who, being the cit'zen of a free country. and a member 
of her Legislature—claimiog to be an ardent lover of liberty, of know- 
ledge, of progress, and the general welfare of mankind—from some un- 
accountable wrongheadedneas, prostitutes the ability which was given 
him for the noblest purposes, to become the apologist of one of the most 
flagitious despots whose existence ever cursed the earth. Tosucha man 
we 4 warrantably apply the worda you have employed; and te!l him 
that “his utmost generosity to the widows and orphansof our brave 
roldiers will, in our opinion, make but a wretched return for the misery 
he has assisted to bring upon hundreds of families.” 

When [I think of these brave and devoted men who have fallen so 
heroically at the bidding of their coun'ry, I am not ashamed to confess 
that my eyes fill with involuntary tears of mingled admiration and 
sorrow. I admire their gallantry, I mourn for their loss, but I do not 
pity them for the manner of their death; for no man can be an object of 
pity,or be accounted “ miserable,” who dies in the performance of hia 
duty. The memory of those true sens of this great country will be em- 
balmed in her grateful remembrance, and held up to the emulation of 
succeeding times. Impartial history will testify to their unrivalled 
valour, and account them worthy of their ancestors, by wiiom our liberties 
were won in many a bloody field. It is impossible not to exult in the 
valour of our countrymen, or to avoid a feeling of contempt for those who, 
from whatever motive, would se°k to lesven its merit, or to deprive it of 
any portion of the admiration it so entirely deserves 

But, you tell me, with a crowd of depreciating epithets—which, by the 
way, you are rather too apt to use towards your opponents —that “ our 
love for civilisation is a sham,” our “ sacrifices for freedom a pitifal im- 
posture, and our whole Eastern policy is based on a false foundation, be- 
cause we nim at the perpetual maintenance of the most im nora! and 
filthy of all deepotisms”—that of Turkey. When you wrote thia abusive 
character of the Government of the Sultan, it is clear that you did not 
remember the existence of the desep»tism of Russia. But I cannot allow 
you to forget either its existence or its character. Call to mind its history 
Zrom the time of that energetic savage, Peter I., to whom the epithet of 
“great” was applied by the vhilosophic prasites of the iafamous 
Catherine ; recollect his beastly drankenness, his gross licentionsnesa, his 
devilish eruelties; remember that he is charged with the murder of his 
own son; and that, in founding St. Petersburg, he immolated nearly 
100,000 of his unhappy evbjects. The two women, his immediate suc- 
cessors, were feeble copies of his conduct; and then came the blood- 
stained and abandoned Catherine, the erandmother, I believe, of the 


| present autocrat; that creature whom Byron has “damned ‘o everlasting 


fame,” in a well-known line in his * on Juan.” 
Probably there never existed upon earth a despotism more emphatically 
immoral, cruel, and filthy, than thatof Russia. Itisalibel on the Sultan 


| and his subjects to compare his government with that of the house of 
| Romanoff. But even if it were possible to admit that the one d:-spotism 


was 8 bad asthe other, whatthen? It would etill be true that we were 
fighting for civilisation and liberty, in maintain‘ng the rule of the Sultan 
in preference to that of hisinvader. Turkey is no longer an aggressive 
power; she attacks no one, and desires only to repoze. Of her own 
accord she has endeavoured to amend her institations, aud to satisfy the 
just wishes of her Christian subjects. In her hands the capital of Con- 
stantine and the possession of the Straits are no subject of alarm to the 
nations of the West. They will derive benefit from her improvement, and 
may carry on a beneficial commerce with the subjects of her extensive and 
fertile territories. The very reverse of all this is trae of Rassia. If that 
domineering and insolent l’ower were seated at Constantinople, and had 
porsession of the seaports and islands now belonging to Turkey, instant 
alarm would seize upon all Christendom, anu instant and immense pre- 
parations would have to be made and kept up to meet an expected irrup- 
tion of berbarians into the heart of Europe. The expenses of peace would 
exceed thore of war; and a continued state of anxiety and apprehension 
would have to be purchased by animmense outlay,and with a commerce 
restricted by al! the srtifices of Russian competition, ever watchful and 
ever unscrupulous. The termination of this state of things would be 
war, at such a time as euied the convenience of Russia—and war not 
“ three thousand miles away,’’ but on our own shores, or in the adjacent 
sear. Probably, single-handed, but certainly ander all the disadvantages 
to which the immensely-increased power of Russia, arising out of our 
fata] eupineness, would have subjected us. 

I must stcp here ; not because I have said all that I intended (for many 
things remain to which I may hereafter advert), but because the press 
can wait no longer. Perhaps my letcer will be thought to be already too 
long; but I could not make it shorter anless I had been able to devote

He landed in 
the Crimea with his regiment, which was in the Fourth Division 
ef the Army of the East, and formed part of the Reserve 
at the battle of the Alwa. He was present with his re- 
giment at the battle of Balaclava, and at the battle of Inkerman 
carried the Queen’s colour of the 63rd Regiment. During the mur- 
derous melée of the Fourth Division, under Sir George Cathcart, with 
the Russian column, he fell mortally wounded, almost at the same 
moment that the Colonel! of his regiment (Swyny) wax killed.* Ensign 
Clutterbuck was a young man of more than ordinary promice ; and, by 
his engaging manners and intelligence, had won for himeelf, during his 
short career, a large amount of affectionate interest and regard.

THE HOSPITALS AT SCUTARL 


UNDER the management of Miss Nightingale, the Government nurses at 
Soutari appear to be doing an immense deal of good; although there 
are still great complains of the want of wine, ad other restoratives 
for the convalescent. The following letter, dated Nov. 11, from one of 
the nurses who went out with Miss Nightingale, will show what is 
wanted :—* I have come out here as one of the Government nurses, and 
the position in which we are placed induces me to write and ask you at 
once to send us out a few dozens of wine, or, in short, anything which may 
be useful for the wounded or dying, hundreds of whom are now around 
us, under this roof, filling up even the passages to the very rooms we 
occupy. Government is liberal, and for one moment [ woul! not com- 
plain of their desire to meet all our wants; buat, with eush a number of 
wounded coming in from Sebasiopol, it does appear absolutely impossible 
to meet the wants of those who are dying of dysentery and exhaustion: 
ont of four wards committed to my care, eleven men have died in the 
night, eimply from éxhaustion, which, humanly speaking, might have 
been stopped could I have laid my hands at once on suoh nourish- 
ment as I know they ought to have had. There are fifty nurses, most 
of them exceedingly skilful, and we find our efforts so appreciated 
by the soldiers as well as by the medical officers, that there is every 
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hope that the experiment on the part of the English of sending women 
out to do the part which God so evidently assigned to them will be 
Diessed. It is necessary to be as near the scene of war as we are to 
know the horrors which we have seen and heard of, and I know not 
which sight i: most heart-rending—to witness fine strong men and 
youths worn down by exhaustion, and sinkiog under it; or others 
coming in, as many hundreds did yesterday, fearfully wounded. The 
whole of yesterday one could only forget one’s own existence, for it was 
spent, frst, in sewing the men's mattressrs together, and then in wash- 
ing them, and assisting the surgeons, when we oould, in dressing their 
ghastly wounds, and seeing the poor fellows made as easy as their 
circumstances would admit of, after their five days’ confinement on 
board ship, duriug which space their wounds were not dressed. The 
best plan [ oan thiok of is to write this letter, requesting you to 
send us a box of tlings for the use of the sick. This w rk may be 
for one year—it may be for ten. People on the spot are exceedingly 
kind, and mae every exertion to help ns. Miss Nightingale, 
under whom we work, is well fitted in every way to fill her

FRENCH AMBULANCES. 


Waeruer it arises from the natural disposition of John Bull to grumble 
at everything, or from whatever cause, nearly all English accounts from 
the Crimea represent the French medical arrangements as much superior 
to those of our army. In the Service des Ambulances Francaises, for 
example, we are told that the plan adopted by the French is much 
simpler end more commodious than that of the English army ; and 
cer ‘ainly, a3 regards simplicity, the French Ambulances could not 
easily be surpas-ed. They are of two sorte, as will be seen from the 
accompanying Engraving Those for invalids who are seriously i'l, or 
severely wounded. are in the form of a cradle, covered with a white 
canopy. Two of theee are slung across the mule’s back, one on each 
side, with the patients stre'caed at falllengthin them. The other sort 
have two chair- placed so thatt~o invalids can sit comfortably in them. 
The soldiers who accompany the mule: belong to a particular corps 
called the Service des Ambulances Frangaises. They are dressed and 
armed the same as the infantry.

The Admiral then ordered the Virago to proceed towards a ye of 
five guns, and have some long-range fire (about 2000 yards) at it. he 
battery opened fire at once, and I think the Virago’s guns did not do much 
execuiion on this day.

There appeared to be at anchor when we arrived, in addition to the two 
ships above named, two merchant vessels—one bearing the Hamburg, and 
the other American colours. Opposite these two batteries, and on the 
other side, is a circular battery of five guns (heavy ones too), which com- 
mands the entrance entirely. Around the hill on which this battery fis 
placed, and in a hoilow, is a battery of seven guns, commanding the bay, 
and a little further in, on the same side of the hill, is a low battery of five 
brass guns, which also commands the bay. In addition to these there are 
three other batteries in and about the town; making a totalfof eight bat- 
teries and the citadel—the whole mounting probably fifty guns. On 
the 29th, the day after our arrival, an unfortunate and awful calamity 
occurred, which for a time etupified every one in the equadron : our beloved 
old Admiral Price fell mortally wounded, sad to relate, from a pistol bullet 
fired by his own hand. As early as six a.m., he was on deck, and 
even aecended the rigging of the President as bigh as the main-top, 
to obtain a better view of the enemy’s position—during the forenoon he 
visited the French Ad and returned to his own ship quite cheer- 
ful. We were all getting under way to commence operations, when the 
Admiral went below and passed in to the quarter gallery. At that 
minute the report of a pistol was heard by all on board the President, and 
it was soon known that thepoor old Admiral had shot himself. This was 
about ha!f-pastten a.m. The medical officers were immediately with 
him, and as soon as the rold gentieman recovered from the shock of 
his wound he became quite calm and composed—much more so than all 
who were with him; he appeared to know all who approached him, and 
epoke in the most kindly terms of his officers and men. The was 
moving in toopen fire when this distressing event took place; she was 
signalled to anchor, and her captain (Sir F. Nicolson) wens on board the 
President; soon afterwards the French Admiral (who is a very aged 
and infirm officer) arrived with his surgeon; he was greatly overcome, 
and, I am told, was eo sgitated as to be obliged to leave the cabin 
to compose himeelf. Admiral Price desired Sir F. Nicolson to take 
charge of her Majesty’s ships, and te follow out the previously- 
arranged measures for taking the place, expressing himself confident 
of our success.

but on the next operations commenced in real earnest, the battery 
called the “Snake in the Grass” fell to all of us, as also the Little 
Battery and the Circular one—all of theese facing the harbour.

Since this day we have made no further attempt on the town. Itis 
doubtless a very strong place, and will at any time afford hot work for our 
ships Our disappointiwent has been great, as we have come upwards of 7000 
miles from Vaipara'so to obtain what may almost be termed a repulse. 
We left Petropauloveki on the morning of the 6th, and, about two h*urs 
after getting outside, bad the good fortune to discover two strange eail in 
sight—one a schconer. and the other a large ship; the last we took for 
the Pallas or Diana Rureian frigates. The Virago was dispatched after 
the emaller craft. She turned out to be a Russian merchant. vessel, bound 
to Petropsuloveki with provisions, &c. The President, being the fastest 
sailor of the equadron, went in chase of the larger veseel. The weather 
was thick, and the Russian tried to escape; but, afiera few hours, and 
owing to the ekiltul maneuvring of Captain Burridge. the President 
was clove alongside. The stranger proved to be the Sitka, of 700 tons, 
carr: ing ten gune, one of the ehips of the Russian American Comoany, 
Jast from a place called Agan,in the sea Ochoteh. bound to Petropaul- 
oveki, with the winter store of provisions. ammunitions, &c., for the gar- 
rison. She had om board a Colonel and other Russian officers, with 
twenty-three Russians, passengers to Petropaulovski; also her crew, 
twenty-eight in number, who ar: with us now. They appear good- 
tempered fellows; their mates are very intelligent men. Rone of the 
crew are Russians, but Germans, Swedes, and Dutch. We haveaso a 
little fellow of fourteen, a midehipman, as prisoner. They are all well 
treated, and allowed to do just as they please. Weare now going ten 
knote ina gale of wind, with the Virago in tow. A prize crew is on 
the Sitka. I fear the prize money will be but smali: we junior officers 
might get about 308. each. 

Until another Admiral’s flag is hoisted on the station, we shall be under 
the orders of Captain Frederick, of the Amphitrite, who becomes a Com- 
modore of the first class tem. We find it hard times in the messing 
lHoe—nothing to drink «n° Jess to eat—no fresh meat since the middle of 
July. The French squadron are going to San Francisco, while our ships

Lieut.-Col. Ainslie’s father, 
Lieut.-General Ainslie, served in all the campaigns where the British 
troops were engaged under the command of his Royal Highness the 
Duke of York, in Flanders, Holland, and the Expedition to the Helder, 
from 1794 to the Peace of Amiens. He was afterwards Governor of 
Grenada and Dominica. The son whose death we here record, 
Colonel F. Ainslie, entered the Army at the early age of seventeen, as 
a. in the = N. B. Fusiliers, and served in Vaa Diemen’s Land 
an uring en years. Having passed through the regular 
dations of rank, he became, in 1852, Lieut.-Colonel, and in eonamad at 
the 2lst Regiment, which, under his system, was in the highest state of 
efficiency, as appears from a letter written by the orders of the Duke of 
Wellington to Colonel Ainslie, expressing he Grace’s special approbda- 
tion of the order, discipline, and efficiency of the 2lst Regiment under 
his command. 

ARMSTRONG (Arthur Savory), Lieutenant and Adjutant of the 49th 
Regiment, was killed in the early morning of the memorable 5th No- 
vember, at Inkerman.

His anoes- 
tors settled in Kerry in the reign ef Queen Elizabeth, where ever since 
the family has maintained a very influential position, and are highly 
connected both in England and Ireland. 

CARPEDTER (Lieutenant-Colonel George). This lamented officer, 
who fell while gallantly commanding the 4ist Regiment at the battle 
of Inkerman, on the 5th of November, was the only son of General 
Carpenter, of Great Cumberland-place, Hyde-park. He was in his 
ffty-fourth year, and had seen considerable service, especially in India, 
and was twice shipwrecked while in command of troops. Colonel Car- 
penter met with sosevere an accident by a fall from his horse, previous 
to the starting of the expedition tothe Crimea, ag might have fairly 
invalided a less determined soldier. He was able, however, to be the 
first of his division tocross the Alma, and gallantly to lead hia regi- 
ment up the heights. At this battle he escaped without a wound, 
although his horse was shot in two places. He, however, fouad at 
the close that his only eon, Lieutenant Carpenter, of the 7th Fusi- 
liers, had fallen severely wounded, and hadonly time to see him taken 
on board one of the steamers, when the forced march on Balaclava 
began. Colonel Carpenter subsequently distinguished himself 
against the first cortie from Sebastopol, and finally, in the 
energetic and bold defence of the position at Inkerman (the 
brunt of which fell on the Second Division, to which Colonel 
Carpenter was attached, and the Guards), closed his services by 
a soldier’s death: “an honour”—as the correspondent of one of our 
contemporaries srays—to his country and his family, “but a deep 
disgrace to the Russians;” for we fear it is but too true that 
this brave man, when pat hors de combat, was remorselessly assailed 
again and again by an enemy who pretend to civilication. The 
Carpenter family was ennobled in one of its branches, and in the 
person of a successful soldier, by the revived title of Tyroonnel—of the 
branch from which the subject of this brief memoir descends. It is 
remarkable that, for several generations, it has consisted of individuals 
who have all been only sons, all George Carpenters, and all, more or 
less, have suffered and distinguished themselves in the service of their 
countiy. 

Cartwricnt (Captain Aubrey Agar), lst Battalion of the Rifle Bri- 
gade, fell at Inkerman, pierced with balls, whilst bravely encouraging 
the young soldiers of his company to stand firm under a marderous fire. 
He had not completed his 29th year. His first commission bears date 
15th October, 1841 ; bis last, 22nd December, 1848. He served with his 
gallant corps under Sir Harry Smith at the Cape of Good Hope, and 
took part in the action at Boem Plaats, 29th Augast, 1848, when the 
rebel Boers were defeatei. His father, Colonel William Cartwright, of 
Fiore, Chairman of Quarter Sessions for Northamptonshire, served in 
the 61st Foot, in the Peninsula, during the campaigns of 1813 and 
1814, and as Lieutenant in the 10th Husears at Waterloo. The Cart- 
wrights of Northamptonshire hold a prominent place amongst the 
landed geotry of England, and have constantly represented their 
native county in Parliament. The late William Ralph Cartwright, 
Eeq., of Aynho (the grandfather of the young officer whose death we 
record), was Knight of that shire for upwards of fifty years. 


Cuuitpers (Captain Spencer Philip John), R.A., was born at Edin- 
burgh, on 2nd December, 1828, the eldest son of William Childers, Esq., 
then a Captain in the 42nd Highlanders; and grandson of Colonel 
Childers, of the 1ith Light Dragoons, who was Aide-de-Camp to his 
Royal Highness the Duke of Yorkin Holland. Spencer Childers entered 
the Royal Artillery in 1846; and, after a short stay at home, accompa- 
nied his company to Canada in March, 1849, where he remained until 
August, 1854, when, owing to the Brevet, he became a Second ‘.».ntain 
in the Royal Artillery, and on arrival at home found that his co» acany 
had just leftfor the seat of war. After a very short stay in :...-don, 
he proceeded to Constantinople, via Marseilles, arriving there on the 
25th September, whence he immediately proceeded to Balaclava 
in the Vulcan steamer. He arrived there as the siege train was on ite 
way to the front, and we: employed putting the guns in position; his 
company, under the command o! Major Freese, being in the left attack 
in the trenches, under Lieut.-Colonel Gambier. On the afterooon of 
the 28rd October he was killed by around shot striking him on the 
head, whilet viewing the effect of his guns on the enemy’s forts and 
works at Sebastopol. He was in his twenty-sixth year, aad, as 
as stated in Lord Reglan’s despatch, “‘ a very promising officer” Mr. 
Walbanke Childers, the late Member for Malton, was nis uncle, and 
resides at the family e.tate, Cantley Hall, near Doncaster. 


CLEVELAND (Cornet Archibald), of the 17th Lancers, died on the 6th 
November, from a wound received at Inkerman. He was only twenty- 
one years of sge, and had just come into possession of his family estate, 
Tapley-park, in Devonshire. He had participated in the glorious 
charge of the Light Cavalry at Balaclava, and, though attacked by 
three Cossacks, had esoaped the carnage of that memorable day. At 
Inkerman he was wounded by a piece of a shell, and surviv 
till the mornieg after the battle. He was an only son, and leaves a 
widowed mother to mourn bis early death. 

CowE1Lu (Lieut.-Colonel James Charles Murray), of the lst Battalion 
of Coldstream Guards, entered the Army as Ensign 25th September, 
1840, and became Lieutenant and Captain June 11,1847. He was son 
of Lieut.-Colonel Stepney Cowell, K.H., and grandson of the late 
General Cowell, of the Coldstream Guards. His own career oT at 
the early age of twelve, as Page of Honour to his Sovereign. He had 
returned to England from the camp at Varna, on his promotion, and on 
being ordered again to the East, and finding no means of passage imme- 
diately ready, he had gone out at his own charge, to rejoin his 
brothers in arms. On the day of the battle of the 5th of November his 
duties placed him on picket in the trenches, but, finding his regiment 
hard ed, and that his services might be available, he unhesitatingly 
joined his gallant comrades, and led that portion of the Coldstreams he 
commanded repeatedly against the enemy, and was mortally wounded 
while conducting the assault upon a redoubt, which the Ru-sians had 
taken. Immediately on receiving the fatal wound he was supported to

Dasuwoop (Lieutenant Walpole George), of the 50th Regiment, was 
killed by the bursting of a in the trenches before Sebastopol, on 
the 5th November. He was in his twenty-fifth year, and had beea four 
years in the Army. 

Davies (Lieutenant Francis Byam), of the Grenadier Guards, died 
on the 10th ult., on board H.M.8. Simoon, off Sebastopol, of a wound re- 
ceived in the trenches, 19th October. He was nineteen years of age— 
the eldest son of Mojor-Geseral Davies, of Daneharst, Sussex ; grandson 
of Thomas Davies, Esq., Advocate-General to the East [adia Company ; 
and nephew of the late Colonel Thomas H. Hastings Davies, of Eimley 
Park, M.P. for Worcester. 


Gipson (Lieutenant Alured), of the 30th Regiment, was second son of 
Wood Gibeon, Esq., of Bodlondeb, near Conway, North Wales, and 
Crose-street, Manchester. In a letter written by one of the M:jors of his 
regiment toa relative of this young officer, speaking of him, he says, “I 
was not near him when he fell (at Inkerman), but I near that, though pre- 
viously wounded, he was still gallantly leading on his mea when he re- 
ceived his death-wound, He joined us, poor fellow, before he was quite 
recovered from a fever, 80 great was his anxiety to do bis du'y with ois 
regiment. On the 26th, when we repulzed the enemy, almost unaided, 
with great loss, he bebaved most gallantly; and on the Sth his conduct 
was equally conspicuous. The regiment has lost in him a most valuabie 
officer, and his brother officers a ete:ling friend.” Lieutenant Gibsoao, 
although eng:ged iu the thickest of the struzgle, escaped tnrough the 
battle of the Alma without a wound, He was in his twenty-fourth year, 

Gopi (Brigadier-General Thomas Leigh), who fell at the head of 
his brigade at the battle of Inkerman, was second son of the late General 
Alexander John Goldie, of the Nunnery, Isle of Man; grand-:on of 
Lieutenant-General Thomas Goldie, of Goldie Leigh, county Dum{ries ; 
and nephew of the present Lieutenant-General George Leigh Goldie. 
By his mother he was descended from the family of Taubman, one of 
great antiquity in the Iele of Man. Brigadier-General Goldie, whea 
Mojor of the 66th, acred as Military and Private Secretary to Sur Joba 
Coiborne (now Lord Seaton), and for the ability and zeal he displayed 
during the disturbances in Canada received his Lieutenaat-Culoaelcy. 
He was just forty-seven years of age, twenty-nine of which he had pa3:ed 
in the Army. 

GREVILLE (Lieutenant Cavendish-Habert), of the ist Battalioa 
Coldstream Guards, was killed in the heroic struggle at Inkerman of 
his regiment with the overwhelming force of the enemy. When the 
trigade was impelled back from their redoubts, Mr. Greville was woua ied 
and unableto retire; and in tho recovery of the position his dead body 
wae found, pierced with innumerable wounds, 

HaGueE (Lieutenant George Udny), of the 57th Regiment, wounded at 
Inkerman, survived until the 12th November, when he died a bourd 
the steam-ship Andes, He was youngest son of Barnard Hague, 63q., 
of York. Hts first commission bears date 23rd Maro3, 1849. 

HALEETT (Major Douglas), of the 4th Light Dragoons, killed in the 
cavalry action at Balaclava, was eldest son of John Halkett, Esq., some 
time Governor of the Bahamas, bythe Lady Katherine Douglas, his wife, 
daughter of Dunbar, Barl of Selkirk ; and grandson of Sir Joha (Wed- 
derburne) Haikett, Bart., of Pitfirrane, county Fife, by Mary, his secoad 
wife, daughter of the Hon. John Hamilton. [¢ will thas be seen that 
the deceased officer was sprung, by female descent, from the illastrioas 
families of Hamilton and Douglas-~- 


The Douglases were heroes every age; 


and was, by paternal ancestry, a descendant of the Halketts of Pit- 
firrane. Sir Peter Halkett, second Baronet, was taken prisoner by the 
Chevalier’s troops at Sir John Cope’s defeat at Gladsmuir, and dismissed 
on parcle; eubsequently, in February, 1746, true to his engazem:nt, he 
refused to rejoin his regiment on the Dake o' Camberland'’s command 
and threat of forfeiting hie military rank. His reply,“ that his Royal 
Highnees was master of his commirsion, but not of his honoar,” was 
approved by Government. In 1754 Sir Peter embarked for America, ia 
command of the 44th, and was slaia, together with his son, James, 
in General Braddock’s defeat. The following aneciote of the last 
thoughts of Mejor Douglas Halkett is weil worth recording. The gallant 
and true-hearted eoldier was seen to fall wounded in the retreat 
after the heroic charge under Lord Cardigan; and, as the shat- 
tered remnant of his regiment passed, he was heard to call to one of his 
men—* Come here and take my money; it is for the married women at 
home.” It was, alas! impossible to comply with the request; tne fire 
was at the moment hotter than at Alma; the pursuing Russians soon 
swept over thespot; and no more is knowa. 

Hort (Lieutenant Henry Francis Eden), of the 2ist, was the only 
officer of that regiment killed at Inkerman. He was seoond son of 
Francis Hurt, Esq., of Alderwasley, coanty Derby, by Cecilia Norman, 
his wife, niece of the Duke of Rutland. The young officer had only 
reached his 21st year. 

MAaDAN (Charles), Midshipman, R.N., whove death we have already 
referred to, was great-grandson of Dr. Madan, Bishop ot Peterborough, 
by his first wite, Lady Charlot:e Cornwallis, sister of the first Murquis 
Cornwallis. 

MAULE (Lieutenantand Adjutant Arthur Dillon), of the 88th Connaught 
Rangers, died 14th ult., at Scatari, of wocads rece:ved on the 26:h Ost., 
before Sebastopol. He was son of the late Lieutenant Colonel Maule; 
was only twenty-three; and had served ia the Army six years. 

Montoomery (Cornet Hugh). of the i3th Light Dragoons, who fell 
at Balacleva, was eldest son of Hugh Montgomery, Bsq., of Ballyd-aia, 
county Antrim. 

Nevituir (the Hon. Grey), of the 4th Dragoon Guards, sever*ly 
wounded at Balaclava, has since died, He was youngest eon of the 
present Lord Braybrooke; graadson, maternally, of the seooni Mar- 
qvis Cornwallis; and brother of the Hon. Captain Henry Aldworth 
Neville, who feil at Inkerman. These two gallant brothers, waco have 
thus sacrificed their livesin their country's cause, were direct dessead ants 
of Sir Edward Neville, Lord Bergavenny, uncle of Richard Neville, Earl 
of Warwick, The King Maker. 

NicHouson (Captain), of the 77th Regiment, was killed, whilst lead- 
ing his company in agellantcharge. He was son of the late John 
Nicholson, Eeq., of Brigg, county Lincola, and had completed his 
twenty-eeventh year. 

Roorrer (Mojor Edward), late of the Rifle Brigade, who died on the 
10th ult., on toard the Golden Fleece steamer, of a gun-shot wound re- 
ceived at the Battle of Ipkerman, wae youngest eon of the Rev. Thomas 
Rooper, of Wick Hill, Brighton, and formerly Rector of Abbots Ripton, 
Huntingdon: bire. where the family have a seat. Major Rooper was ap- 
pointed to a Second Lieutenancy in the Ride Brigade at the early age of 
sixteen. He served wih the Ist Battalion in both the Kaffir wars. In the

Seymour (Lieut.-Col. Charles-Francis), Scots Fusilier Guards, As- 
eistant Adjutant-General, Fourth Division (whose services and ‘heroic 
death we recounted last week), was a direct descendant of the cele- 
brated Lord Protector Somerset, of the reign of Edward VI. ; being elder 
son of the late Colonel Sir Horace Beaucamp Seymour, K.C.H., M.P. ; 
nephew of Vice-Admiral Sir George Francis Seymour, G.C.H.; and 
grandson of Admiral Lord Hagh Seymour, fifth son of the first Marquis 
of Hertford, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, in 1765. Colonel Seymour 
was cousin of Sir George Hamilton Seymour, lately tie able British Am- 
baseador at St. Petersburg, and great-grand-nephew of the famous 
General Seymour Conway, who commanded with high reputation the 
— forces in Germany, ia 1761, during the absence of che Marquis of 

ranby. 

STanLeY (Edward), Senior Captain of the 57th Regiment, is deeply 
lamented. His death on the field of Inkerman, nobly sustaining the 
high reputation ot his country, wa; a fit termination of a life devoted 
to military enterprive. Captain Stanley, who claimed descent fram the 
illustrious House of Derby, was son of John Bacon Stanley, Esq., of 
Dublin; and nephew of Sir Edward Stanley, High Sheriff of that city, 
who was knighted at Dubiin Castle, on the occasion of the Jubilee of 
the 50th year of the reign of George II{f. When very young. being fond 
of a military life, he entered the se vice of the Queen of Portugal, ani 
distinguished himself in action at Oporto, in Jaly, 1833, where he re- 
ceived a severe wound in the arm. He continued to serve in Portugal 
and Spain until 1835, when the order of the Tower aud Sword (of Por- 
tugal) was conferred on him as a reward for his gallantry. The fol- 
lowing anecdote connected with his appointment to the British Army is 
authentic :—Prince William Henry, wheu a mi‘shipman, was present 
at a ball at Halifax, Nova Scotia, and, being struck with the charms of 
&@ young lady present, selected her for his partner in a country dance, 
at the conclusion of which he laugbingly told her that if he should ever 
attain power, she need only send him a o2py of the music of that dance, 
accompanied by a request, and that he would, if possible, attend to any 
demand so authenticated. Years rolled on. The lady married, 'ecame a 
widow, and a grandmother. Priace William Henry became King 
William IV. And on the return of Mr. Stanley from Spain, in 1835, he 
expressed a wish to enter the British Army, on which his grandmother 
forwarded a copy of the music to his Majesty, accompanied by a letter 
reminding him of his promise, and concluding by asking for an En- 
signey, without purchase, for her grandson. In a very few diys she 
was honoured with an autograph lett:r from the King, stating his per- 
fect remembrance of the dance and the promise referred to, and his in- 
tention to accede to her wish with respect to the nomination of her 
grandson toan Ensignoy, which accordingly took place in May, 1835. Capt. 
Stanley joined the 57th Regiment, at Madras, the same year, aud served 
with it ever since. Had he survived the batile of Inkerman, he would 
have succeeded to a Majority without purchase. He married, 22ad Apr.1, 
1651, Jeannette-Edmicton, fifth daughter of William Balfour, Esq., Capt. 
RN., of Trenaby, Orkney. 

STIRLING (Lieutenant John), of the 41st Regiment—who had only 
attained his eighteenth year, when he found a soldier’s grave at Inker- 
man—was youngest son of the late John Stirling, Esq., of St. Andrew's. 

Swasy (Lieutenant John Wiliam), of the 4ist Regiment, fell at In- 
kerman. “ His body (we quote the narrative of Captain Goodwin) was 
brought into the Camp three hours after the engagement, pierced with nine 
wounds. The men of his company who last saw him called to him, 
saying that they were surrounded, and begged him to retire; when he 
answered, * No, I will not ; I'l] fight te the last.’ He was then seen to 
discharge his revolver several times, and to use hissword. A Rassian 
officer was afterwards found close to him, with a sword-cut on the head.” 
Lieutenant Swaby was interred the next morniog—the whole of his 
regiment attending, and the Chaplain of Division reading the barial 
service. He leaves a brother in the Army—Lieutenant George Swaby, 
of the 18th. 

Swyny (Lieutenant: Colonel Exham-Schomberg-Tarner), 63rd Regi- 
ment, fell at Inkerman, whilst gallantly charging at the head of bis 
regiment—deeply and deservedly lamented. This distinguished officer 
entered the Army as Ensign, lst October, 1829; obtained his company 
8th August, 1838; and became Major 22nd Ootober, 1847. 

TOWNSEND (Mejor Samuei-Philip), of the Royal Artillery, killed at 
Inkerman, was eldest son of the Rey. William Robinson Townsend, 
Reotor of Aghada, and grandson, maternally ,of Major-General Brooke 
Young, RA His great-grandfather, the Rev. Horatio Townsend, 
Reotor of Donoughmore, county Cork, was ninth ron of Bryan Towns- 
end, Erq., of Castie Townsend, whore father was the famous Parliament- 
ary Officer, Colunel Ricaard Towne:nd, 

TrRYON (Lieutenant Henry), of the Rifle Brigade, was killed 
on the night of the 20th ot November, near Sebastopol, on a special 
service, in which he highly distinguished himself. He was the second 
son of Taomas iryon, Keq., of Bulwick- park. 

Wess (Captain Augustus Frederick Cavendish), of the 17th Lanoers, 
aged twenty-two, the youngest son of the late Frederick Webb, Esq., of 
Westwick, Durham, and Hamptworth, Hants, died et Scutari, two days 
after toe amputation of his leg, in consequence of a woand received at 
the battle of Balaclava. 


Wrwne (Major Heneage Griffith), of the 68th Light Infantry, was 


second eon of Charles W. G. Wynne (formerly Finch), Eeq., of Voelas, 
county Denbigh ; and grandson of the Hoa. Charles Finch, whose father 
was Heneage, third Earl of Aylesford, and whose mother wa: daughter 
of Charles, sixth Duke of Somerset. Major Wynne was born 19th 
September, 1816, and entered the Army 10th July, 1835. He fell at 
Inkermen, in the desperate struggle in the ravine where Sir George 
Catheart, Colonel Swyny, and Lieutenant Dowling, were also slain. 


*,* In addition to the information already given respecting the late 
valiant brothers, the Butlers, it may be mentioned that Captain H. T 
BUTLER, Deputy-Aseistant- Adjutant-General, was married to Eliza- 
beth, eldest daughter of the late Rev. Wm. Tomes, Chaplain to the 
Forces in the Madras Presidency; and nieoe to the Ven. J. W. Forster, 
Archdeacon of Aghadoe, Killarney. The defender of Silistria, Captain 
James BUTLER, of the Ceylon Rifles, was aumarried. Captain CHARLES 
Burxer is the second son of General Butler, and was married to Miss 
Prosser. He is inthe Army; andis the only one of that family re- 
Maining in the service: his sole surviving brother is ia Doly orders.

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HIS IMPERIAL MAJESTY NAPOLEON III. 


Ir appears that the intended visit to England of the Emperor ef the 
French (of whom we pablish a characteristic equestrian portrait on the 
preceding page) has been postponed. We do not believe that the idea has 
been altogether abandoned ; but, that early in the ensuing spring, and 
before the opening of the Great Parisian Exhibition in the Palais de 
VIndustrie in May next, the Emperor, acoompanied by the Empress, 
will visit her Majesty at Windsor Castle. We are certain, irom the whole 
tone of public feeling, that his reception in this country will be 
worthy of, and tend to strengthen, the firm alliance which already 
subsists between France and Great Britain—an alliance that may well 
repay the whole cost of the war, in the blessings for both nations 
which may be expected to flow from it. While France and England 
remain united, the guilty ambition of such men as the Emperor 
of Russia will always be held in check. The two mations 
have always respected, they will now love, each other. The names 
of Alma, Balaclava, and Inkerman, inscribed on the banners of each— 
proving their community of danger and of glory—will be talismans 
to all future time, to maintain their friendship unimpaired, and to dare 
all future aggressors to disturb the peace of Europe. Napoleon III, 
was not only born great, not only inherited an illustrious nume, but he 
achieved greatness for himself, and realised the object for which Nape~ 
leon I. sighed in vain, and in vain attempted to accomplish—a true 
and lasting a) ce with this nation. To have done this, would be, 
alone, a passport <o immortal fame; and, leaving oat of view the do- 
mestic government of the Emperor—which has pleased the French, if, 
at one time, it did not please the English—it eannot be denied that, if 
for thie, and this only, Napoleon ILI. would be entitled, not only 
to the gratitude of his own people but of every man of 
every country who prefers the Right to the Wrong — Inde- 
pendence to Serfdom, and Civilisation to Barbarism. Should the 
Emperor, as we hope and believe he will, show himself once more 
amongst us in Londoa—he may be assured of a hearty reception ;— 
hearty from the Queen and Court, and, if possible, still more hearty and 
enthusiastic from the people. The English natien respects rank and 
title, but it respects personal merit still more. The Duke of Wellington 
was worth to them all the other Dukes in the realm, because he won 
his rank by his personal qualities, and wore it worthily. The same 
feeling will inspire their pluudits of Louis Napoleon. The homage they 
will render will be to the far-seeing and sagacious statesman, as well as to 
the powerful Sovereign of a great people ; and will be elevated by the 
wish that the auspicious friendship, which is due to his courage, his zeal» 
and his sound judgment, may serve to perpetuate his dynasty, to in- 
crease the happiness of both nations, and consolidate the peace of the 
world. 


Sir Jonn Maxwe tt, of Polloc, Baronet, has, in addition to 
the Jiberal subscription to the Patriotic Fund, both in Glasgow and 
Paisley, intimated his intention to send out from four to five hundred 
tons of coals to the Crimea, to alleviate the sufferings of our soldiers from 
cold. 

Surrptigs For tHe Crimea.—Lord Blantyre has chartered 
the barque Anne Maclean, of 540 tons, now at Glasgow, for immediate 
dispatch to Balaclava, with supplies to our brave countrymen wintering 
in the Crimea.

DESPATCHES FROM LORD RAGLAN. 
LISTS OF KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
(From the “ London Gazette Extraordinary” of Monday). 
War Department, Ten a.m., December 11, 1854. 

His Grace the Duke of Newcastle has this day received despatches 
and enclosures, of which the following are copies, addressed to his 
Grace by Field-Marshal the Lord Raglan, G.C.B.:— 

Before Sebastopol, Nev. 23, 1854. 

My Lord Duke,—The Russian advanced posts in front of our left 
attack having taken up a position which incomm oded our troops in the 
trenches, and occasioned not a few casualties, and at the same time 
took in reverse the French troops working in their lines, a representa- 
tion ef which wa3 made te me both by our own officers aud by Genera] 
Canrobert, a detachment of the ist Battalion Rifle Brigade, under 
Lieutenant Tryon, was directed on the night of the 20th to dislodge the 
enemy ; and this service was performed most gallantly and effectively, 
but at some loss both im killed and wounded, and at the cost of the life 
of Lieutenant Tryon, who rendered himself conspicuous on the occasion: 
he was considered a most promisiag officer, and held in the highest esti. 
mation by all. 

The Ruseians attempted several times to re-establish themselves on 
the ground before daylighc on the 2lst, but they were instantly re- 
pulsed by Lieutenant Bourchier, the senior surviving officer of the party, 
and it now remains in our possession. 

Brigadier-General Sir John Campbell speaks highly of the conduct of 
the detachment, and of Lieutenant Bourchier and Lieutenant Caning- 
hame, and he laments the death of Lieutenant Tryon, who eo ably led 
them in the first instance. 

This little exploit was so highly prized by General Canrobert that he 
instantly published an “ Ordre Général,” announcing it to the French 
army, and combining, with a just tribute to the gallantry of the troops, 
the expression of his deep sympathy in the regret feit for the loss of a 
young officer of so much distinction. 

Nothing else has occurred sinoe I had last the honour to address your 
Grace. 

The weather is again very bad, and steady rain is constantly falling. 

I enclose the nominal list of killed and wounded at the battle of the 
Inkerman, and a return of the casualties that have occurred in the 
trenches to the 20th inst.—I have, &c., RAGLAN.

He is anxious that 
hair mattresses and pillows—made, say 6} feet by 3 feet 3 or 4 inches, 
might be sent, which wou'd be agreat relict to the wounded. He says :— 
“ Perhaps some of the upholsterers would take this up, and send them 
for sale or gift as they may feel inclined.” His Lordship adds that the 
goods will be all sold there—the supercargoes attending to the owners’ 
wishes. 


An Eastsrn Parince.—“ Prince Maharajah Murrender-Sing- 
Mahinder.Bahadon. of Pultialah,in India, whose expected arrival at Lon- 
don was recently announced, and who was preceded by a letter opening a 
credit ef 12.000,000f. at different banks im Emgland, has marked his en- 
trance into Europe by astrange piece of eccentricity. Instead of proceeding 
direct to England. as had been expected, he has commenced his peregri- 
nations im the west by the eity of Bordeaux, where be disembarked three 
‘ays ago from a vessel which came from Calcutta. The opulent Nabob, 
instead of going to a hotel, purchased a house in the Rue Tombe I’Oly, 
to which a garden is attached, and he has, at considerable expeace, ca 
it to be furnished to his own particular taste. Yesterday he went te the 
shop of a noted cap-maker, Kue de Palement Ste. Catherine, and bought 
a whole carriage-full of caps. He then drove about the town, and amused 
himself by throwing, trom the wiadow of the vehicle, caps to everybedy 
whe wore hats. It was raining hard atthe time. The caps, which are 
waterproof, were received by the public with hurrahs of satisfaction.”— 
Mimoriai de Bordeaux. 


HosPiTaL CARRIAGES.—The Messrs. Holmes, of Derby, have 
just completed, for the use of the army in the Mast, two light four- 
wheeled hospital carriages for the comfort and convenience of the sick 
and wounded,and which are to be used between the beach and the in- 
tirmary. They are called “ the one-horse four-wheel ambulance.” Their 
low, long, waggon like bodies are divided to hoid two invalids each, re- 
clning on flat elastic stretchers with pillows, the sides being furnished 
with sliding ventilators, and the top covered with broad soli J 
The hind part of this boarding is fitted with rollers and partitions tore- 
ceive three more persons lying on stretchers, with enclosed sides and 
ends, and in the front part arrangements are made for three others to sit 
whose wounds do not require that they showld be moved in a recumbent 
posture. Tarpaulins on iron hoops protect them from the rain and cold, 
and long easy steel springs, comtrolled by leather braces and indiarubber 
buffers, support the whole. The weight of each vehicle isunder 10 cwt., 
and the shafts are arranged artillery fashion, either for ome horee or a 

vair of mules. The enclosed stretcher is of light ash framing, the bottom 
Sing covered with elastic material, and the sides and ends, which fold for 
the convenience of stowage, with canvas. These two light carriages, with 
suitable barness, stretchers, and all requisite appendages, have been made 
in less than a week. 


Hors For THE French Army.—The mannfacture of these 
huts is proceeding with rapidity. The Emperor made a selection from 
mapy models ef a hut 8 métres long and 4m, 80c. wide, 3 métres high in 
the centre. and capable of accommodating twenty-six men. Im the 
midd'e of the house runs a passage 1m. 20c. wide, and on each side of it 
are placed camp-beds ; each of the beds is 1m. 80c.; and above are shelves 
for placing the bread and naversacksof the men. In each gable-end 
there is a door 80c. wide and im. 90c. high, surmounted by a window 45c. 
high and 30c. wide. The houses can be easily constracted—twenty ear- 

ters erected one in three hours in the reserved garden of the Tuileries. 
fore the end of the month a number sufficient for the accommodation 
of 30,000 men will have been dispatched. In addition, a great quantity 
of planks and pieces of woodwork, destined for different wants of the 
army, have also been sent from Marceilles and Toulon. Moreover, 
wooden stables for 19,009 evs are being constructed by a contractor in 
Paris, 00 4 modei supyucu by the Emperor. Each stable is to be 24m. 
72c. log. and 5 n. Gus. wide, and is to accommodate forty-eight horses. The 
internal arrangements are such that the horses can be duly attended to, 
and the mencan mount immediately in case of alarm. m the whole, 
towards the 15th ef Jonuary next, a sufficient number of houses to | 
3000 officers, 80,00 soldicre, and 10,000 horses, will have reached the army 
n the Crimea. 


More Russian Suirs Sunx at Sesasroro,t.—The mail- 
steamer Caire brings word that the Russians have sunk mere of their 
ships at Sebastopol. The number and raak of the vessels, thus despe- 
ately sacrificed is not stated. The first sinking was of seven ships of war. 
On the 17th November another was submerged. Mr. Martin, an engineer 
on board the Algiers, thus meations the occurrence in a letter: “ This 
afternoon we have shifted o»r position, and are now close tothe mouth of 
Sebastopol, only out of range. I can see maxy hundreds of their guns 
mounted ow «heir forts, with my naked eye; the ships are aumost within 
ramge : th-y lave three three-deckers and four t wc-ceckers moored across 
the harbour, becadeide outwards.

Near Sebastopol, Nov. 28, 1854. 


My Lord Dake,—In the despatch which I addressed to your Grace on 
the 23rd instant, I reported the gallant conduct of a detachment of the 
lst battalion Rifle Brigad*, acd its occupation of an advanced position 
whieh it continued’ retain, notwithstanding the repeated efforts of the 
enemy to re-establi,:, _nemselves upon it. 

On the night of the 22nd, and on the following morning, shortly be- 
fore dsylight, the Russians renewed their endeavours to get possession 
of the ground they had been driven from; but they were repulsed on 
each occasion in the most spirited manner: in the first instance, by a 
detachment of the 4th Foot, under Lieutenant Patrick Robertson, and 
a working party belonging to the 57th Regiment; in the last instance, 
by the detschment of the 4th Foot alone. 

Brigadier-General Eyre speaks in the highest terms of the condact of 
these troops, and particularly that of Lieutenant Roberteon—whose 
former distinguished service at the Cape, coupled with that he displayed 
in the present affair, fully entitle him to be considered an officer, of much 
promise. 

There has been no movement of importance on the part of the enemy. 
The weather has been very bad, and the Camp and the country are, in 
consequence of the rain, in a most unsatisfactory state. 

The men are, however, endeavouring with some success, to shelter 
themselves with the stones that are found in the vicinity of the Encamp- 
ment, and every effort is making to provide them with the materials for 
hutting themselves; bat the condition of the roads renders this a mat- 
ter of extreme difficulty. 

It is gratifying for me to be able to assure you that, notwithstanding 
their privations, their exposure te the weather, and the constant labour 
required of them, they exhibit the same cheerfulness, the same ardour in 
the discharge of their duty as they had manifested throughout the ex- 
tensive operations in which they have been engaged. 

I inolore the retarn of caeualties up to the 26th instant inclusive. 

The defences of the Inkerman position, notwithstending the frequent 
interruptions from the weather, are making considerable progress.

DESPATCHES FROM ADMIRAL DUNDAS. 
Admiralty, Dec. 11, 1854. 
The following despatch haa been received at the Admiralty from 
Vice-Admiral Dundas, Commander-in-Chief of her Majesty’s ships and 
vessels in the Mediterranean and Black Seas :— 


Britannia, off the Katscha, Nov. 22, 1854. 

Sir—I beg you will lay before the Lords Commissioners ef the 
Admiralty a copy of a letter I have recetved from Captain the Hon. 8S, 
T. Carnegie, of the Tribune, detailing the proceedings of that ship, the 
Highflyer, and the Lynx, during their late cruise. 

The attack on, and destruction of, the enemy's force and battery 
appear to have been pl d and e ted with skill and jadgment, 
The uneertain and heavy weather prevented further operations on the 
coast ; indeed, it was with great difficulty that Captain Carnegie got 
the people off after destroying the tower and battery, although per- 
feetly smooth sea when they landed.—I have, &c.,

Her Majesty’s Ship Tribune, 
Straits off Kertch, November 17, 1854. 

Sir—I have the honour to acquaint you that, on the forenoon of 
Sunday, the 12th instant, whilst standing in for the coast of Circassia, 
about ten miles to the N.W. of the Fort of Anapa, guns were observed 
te be fired from a large Martello tower, situated at a spot which com- 
mands the coast road from Anapa to Kertch, aud which is marked on 
the charts by the word “ Dshemetic.” Her Majesty’s ships Tribune, 
Highflyer, and Lynx stood in as far as the depth of water would allow 
them; anchored at a distance of 900 yards from the beach, and opened 
a fire upon the plaee, which in a short time compelled the garrison to 
leave it. 

Some of the seamen and marines were immediately landed, and com- 
pleted the destruction of the place by fire. 

The tower, with two guns, ammunition, &c., was blewn up, under the 
direction of Captain Moore, of her Majesty’s ship Highfyer; and I regret 
to add that in the performance of this service tuat officer was slightly, 
and Lieutenant M. E. Smithett, of her Majesty’s ship Tribune, severely 

ded by the explosion. 

The landing was effected without trouble, but the surf rose with such 
rapidity afterwards, that it was with difficulty our boats were enabled 
to rejoin their ehips. 

The officers who landed behaved with skill and ability; and I wish 
to bring under your notice the exertions of Captain Moore, Lieutenant 
Luce, commanding tie Lynx, Lieutenant M. E. Smithett, of her Ma- 
jesty’s ship under my :ommand, and Lieutenant Armytage,of the High- 
Ayer, whose conduct '. getting the boats over the surf was most con- 
epieuous.—I have, &o., 8.

Potisnh VoLunTEERS FOR THE Caimea.—Thres hundred and 
eighteen Polish non-commissioned officers and soldiers have aecepted the 
offer made by the French Government to the Russian prisoners quartered 
ia the Isle ef Aix, to enrol themselves in a foreign legion, to fight against 
Russia. They are to be sent immediately to Bastia (Corsica) where the 
dépét of the twe foreign legions is stationed, and as soon as they are 
armed and equipped they will be transported to the Crimea, there to be 
incorporated with the active battalions of the foreign legion which forms 
part of the second brigade of the Sixth Division. Some of the Russian 
prisoners at Aix exhibited ae nega anger at this wholesale desertion 
of the Czar by their Polish comrades. In fact, 318 comprise nearly all the 
Poles at the station. The interference of an armed force was necessary to 
prevent the prisoners from coming te blows with each other. 


Mr. Lancaster, the inventor of the long-range gun, has been 
in Welverhampton and the neighbourhood the past twoer three days, 
represen we Admiralty.
